Gum Gathering. 
In Yucatan the gathering of the fa- 


| mous chicle chewing gum is an occupa- 


tion apparently full of romance, not 
unattended with considerable danger. 
Bands of men, known as “chicleros,” 


| go into the deep forests, under ex- 


perienced leaders, armed with heavy 
knives of special make, pails and ladles 
for the sap, and each provided with 
a strong rope more than eighty feet 
long to be used in climbing the lofty 
sapota trees from which the gum is 
procured. The sap flows from gashes 
cut in the bark. A camp of chicleros 
where the sap is boiled resembles in 
Some respects an American maple 
sugar camp. After months of work 
the chicleros return from the forests 
laden with bricklike blocks of aromatic 
gum. The finest gum, known as 
“sicte,” is collected from the fruit of 
the sapota, mostly by the native wom- 
en, and is seldom exported because it 
is too well liked at home. 


Making Fondant. 

An experienced candy maker advises 
that there should be nothing boiling on 
the stove to throw off steam while 
sugar is cooking for fondant and that 
in the summer season a damp, rainy 
day should not be selected for the 
work. 

Uncooked fondant is much easier to 
make than the cooked, but needs to be 
used at once to be Satisfactory. Meas- 
ure out water equal to the whites of 
two unbeaten eggs. Beat the eggs to 
a froth, add the water and gradually 
beat in confectioners’ sugar until there | 
is a paste that can be handled. This| 
fondant makes the base for unlimited 
combinations of sweets.

Between Escaped Murderers 


and Officers In Pursuit 


In Which Both Desperadoes Are Badly 


Wounded, While Captors Escaped 


Without a Scratch—Woman Accom-

j} Those boys and girls who are not the 
| happy owners of a magie lantern will

The columns were ordered to con- 
verge toward Mount Puros, a water- 
shed about thirty miles from the west 
and fifty miles from the north coast ¢ f 
Samar. Simultaneously with this move 
troops were ordered to make a demon- 
stration all over Samar in order to 
prevent the enemy fleeing to the south 
“cleaned up,”

and eust. The expedition 
so to speak, 
50 insurgents killed, 20 prisoners taken, 
4 rebel strongholds and 20 barrios de- 
stroyed, 500 sacks of rice and 50 cara- 
bao captured 

The column from Mauo, under Cap- 
tain Jackson, had for its sole purpose 
the capture ef Lukban. 
twenty Liocano scouts and fifteen men 
of Company L, First infantry. 

The little column left Mauo at 7 
o'clock on the morning of Noy. lo ina 
pouring rain. It may be added that 
from that time on to Noy. 23, eight 
days, dry feet and dry clothing were 
unknown. After three hours’ march- 
ing toward the interior, half of which 
was through ricefields in deep mud, 
the Catipunan river was reached, which 
at this plece was very deep and swift. 
The river was split in three channels 
by two rocks. It was found necessary 
to bridge

log, submerged several inches by the 
force of the current, the channel was 
crossed.

The hike was resumed early the next 
morning, and on this day I had a 
chance to see what hiking in Samar 
was like. On this day also I had my 
first experience with the gentle and 
seductive Samar leech. When we were 
not wading in the beds of mountain 
brooks, we were climbing the sides of 
mountains or else floundering in mo- 
rasses. Hill succeeded hill in endless 
succession, and not until night, when 
we made camp at the foot of a beauti- 
ful waterfall, were the limits of our 
vision extended to more than fifty 
yards before cut off by hills. Through- 
out this as the previous day there was 
ho sight of any human habitation. 
During the Gay we covered less than a 
mile an hour, the men being obliged to 
join hands and pull one another over 
the steep places. 

On the next day, Nov. 17, the leeches 
made their appearance in force. These 
little pests are found only on the moun- 
tain slopes, never in the valleys. They 
are about an inch and a quarter In 
length, of the thickness of a knitting 
needle, and when they walk they hump 
themselves. They reach the soldiers 
from the grass and bamboo bushes 
and quickly enter leggings and shoes 
through the laceholes and fasten them- 
selves upon the legs, usually about the 
ankles. They absorb blood until about 
the size of a man’s finger, when they 
loosen their hold and drop off, leaving 
an open wound which bleeds for hours. 
I have seen a soldier pick as many as 
thirty of these off his legs and ankles

The 
same amount of oil is consumed, only 
that which is not burned in a flame 
passes off as gas. You can notice this 
at once on entering a room where a 
lamp has been turned low for any 
length of time. Besides the disagreea- 
ble odor the gas is most injurious te 
flowers or plants that may be near it. 
If little light be required, a small lamp 
with a small wick should be kept 
turned up to its proper height. 


Tubs and Pails. 

When a talented young girl went 
to Mme. Janauschek for advice as te 
make them tight again, for the reasom 
that the water put into them to swell 
the wood runs out about as fast as it 
is poured in. To obviate this difficulty 
stuff the vessel with straw, placing a 
stone or other weight on top, then pour 
the water in. While much of it wilt 
still run out, the straw will retain suffi- 
cient to materially aid in accomplish- 
ing the desired end. 


Water and Cooking. 

In making tea or coffee or in cooking 
vegetables water that has been allowed 
to boil should not be used. When juices 
are to be extracted from food, soft wa- 
ter should be employed. When the ob- 
ject is to retain them, hard or salted 
water is best. Vegetables that are te 
be served without the liquor should be 
cooked in only sufficient water to keep 
them from burning, otherwise much of 
their nutritive qualities will be lost. 


Wash For Dark Hair. 

A wash recommended for dark hair 
is made by melting half an ounce of 
castile soap in a quart of hot water im 
which an ounce of carbonate of soda 
has been dissolved snd adding to it am 
ounce of spirits of wine and a few 
drops of violet or other perfume es- 
sence. After applying night and morn- 
ing brush the hair for about ten min- 
utes. 


The Holland Woman's Way. 

The washerwomen of Holland and 
Belgium, so proverbially clean, and 
who put up their linen so beautifully 
white, use refined borax as a washing 
powder instead of soda in the propor- 
tion of a large handful of borax pow- 
der to ten gallons of boiling water.

has found a new avenue for his enter- 
prise, and his farm of 400 acres is to 
be given over in the near future en- 
tirely to raising quail, says a dispatch 
from Indianapolis to the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald. He has been experiment- 
ing for the last three years and has 
come to the conclusion that quail can 
be domesticated and can be made de- 
cidedly more profitable than any other 
kind of fowls, both on account of the 
rapidity with which they multiply and 
the little trouble and expense it will 
require to prepare them for market. 

As a means of starting his new in- 
dustry he has not permitted a gun to 
be tired on his land for four years and 
has seen the good results of this policy 
in the gradual taming of the quail till 
now they will come around his barn- 
yard and eat with the chickens He 
says there is a marked difference in 
the coveys out in the fields and near 


the house, for when they are approach- | 


ed in the flelds they appear to be very 
wild, but in the barnyard they come 
about him and pick up the grain and 
appear to have lost all their wild na- 
ture. 

This applies to the birds that live out 
in the fields and that he terms wild,

He will keep the females for fu- 
ture broods and sell only « part ot the 
males, and he hopes to have not fewer 
than 1,500 egg producing birds when 
the season of 1903 opens. These broods 
will be raised for market, but the stock 
will gradually be increased if the re- 
sults are sati and in time he 
will give his entire attention to the in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Smith has recentiy consulted a 
lawyer at Portland and has received a 
construction of the game laws of the 
state which he believes will permit him 
to take advantage of a market which 
affords the highest price for quail.

and that if quails are domesticated or 
are #0 reared that they never become 
wild they are not “game” within the 
meaning of the law, and the raiser 
would have the right to kill them and 
place them on the market at any time 
during the year. 

As he is now inhibited fram killing 
and exposing for sale except from Nov. 
10 to Jan. 1 of each year Mr. Smith 
thinks prices would be much better 
both before and after this time, and It 
is this demand that he is arranging to 
meet. 

“I have investigated the subject thor- 
oughly,” said he the other day, “and 
am convinced that there {is more mon- 
ey in a good quail farm than there Is in 
cultivating the ordi lary crops. The 
broods average anywhere from twenty 
to thirty, the birds are easily raised. 
and there is always a greater demand 
than supply. I am in direct commun? 
cation with the markets of Chicago, 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati and many otb- 
er cities, and if the domesticated birds 
can be sold when the wild birds are 
out of season I can get a much better 
price than is paid now. [ find that the 
domesticated bird is larger also than 
the wild bird, and this will be in my 
favor. I beiieve I can have 2,000 to 
2,500 ready for market in January, 
1903. and I can more than double that 
number by another year.”

When the fire department reached the 
scene, flames were pouring from eve ry 
window of the building and it was evi- 
dent that the structure was doomed ard 
the entire business section of the eity 
Was imperilled. 

The first building to catch from tLe 
Reid & Hughes company store was a 
tall structure occupied by the Salvation 
Army barracks and a Turkish bath. A 
moment or two later the flames leaped 
back to the eastward accross Bank 
street and wiped out the Ryan and Pitz- 
maurice block, Cannon & Webster's 
drug store, Davis’ cigar store and the 
store of J. B. Mullings & Sons. 

They burned rapidly through to South 
Main street, jumped across that street, 
shriveling the buildings like paper. At 
the same time the flames caught the 
temple and travelled from the Salvation 
Army building to the rear of the Frank- 
lin house on Grand street and the entire 
block, consisting of handsome five-story 
buildings, with 30 tenements and the 
large and commodious quarters of the 
Waterbury American, were in ruinstbe- 
fore midnight. 

At 1 o'clock conservative esti uaies 
placed the loss at $2,000,000. In de- 
spair of being able to subdue the fla nes 
by the usual the use of dy 
namite was suggested, but the idea was 
afterwards abandoned because it was

Shortly after midnight the _ fire, 


which had apparently been brought 
nearly under control, broke out in new 
places, and the efforis of the local fire- 
men, combined with the ald given by the 
fire fighters and apparatus from Hart- 
ford, Torrington, Bridgeport, New 
Haven and Naugatuck, seemed power- 
less to stay its progress. The blaze was 
wiping out the business portion of the 
city, all the fire being confined to that 
section, though residential parts of the 
city were in danger by sparks driven by 
the furious wind. 

In the panic caused by the fire there 
were many rumors of accidents and 
fatalities, but at the Waterbury hos- 
pital it was said that no accidents or 
deaths had been reported there, 

It is reported that numerous thieves 
were operating in houses whose occu- 
pants had left them to view the blaze. 
A number of arrests were made. 

The fire at 2:30 was under control, 
with moderating wind. The flames 
were not out by any means, thonga tl ey

GAS AT $1.25, 


Bill Introduced in Legislature by E. 
F. DeNormandie. 


E. F. DeNormandie,who was a mem- 
ber of the City Council of 1901, and 
was chairman of the special committee 
which investigated the Citizens Gas 
Co., and charges for gas, is still in- 
terested in securing a reduction ia the 
price of gas in Quincy. 

The report of this committee was 
adopted, which required the Mayor of 
the city to petition the General Court 
of 1902, bnt at the last meeting of the 
City Council, at the request of Mayor 
Bryant ona plea of insufficient time 
be was excused from petitioning. Mr. 
DeNormandie proposes to continne the 
fight, however and has presented the 
following petition to the Legislature. 

Be it enacted, ete. 

Section 1—No gas for illuminating or 
heating purposes shall hereafter be sold 
in the City of Quincy at a price ex- 
ceeding $1.25 per 1,000 cubic feet of 
gas. 

Section 2 — The Supreme Judicial 
court and the Superior court shall have 
jurisdiction in equity to enforce the 
provisions of this act by -bill brought 
by the Board of Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners or by the At- 
torney General, or by the Mayor of the 
City of Quincy, or by any consumer of 
gas in said city. 

Section 3.—This act shall take 
on its passage. 

Mr. DeNormandie, when interviewed 
by the Ledger, said the bill bad been 
hastily drawn, but it would be an easy 
matter to amend it or substitute an- 
other. Personally, he was not~anxious 
to conduct the cause of the citizens at 
the State House. The people wanted 
lower gas rates and the City Council 
had voted to petition the Legislature 
for redress. If the Mayor and City 
Solicitor are willing to take up the bill 
he was willing to step aside, or to 
give them what assistance he could. 

, Mr. DeNormandie realized his bill 
was a radical one. ‘That it was in the 
nature of special legislation, and would 
naturally encounter opposition at tbe 
State House, but nevertheless Quincy 
ought to bave relief. He was prepared 
to make the fight if necessary. 

On the same day there was intro- 
duced in tbe legislature a petition 
which provides that no gas shall be 
sold which contans more than 10 per 
cent. of Zcarbonic oxide; one of the 
signers of this petition is Chairman 
Samuel H. Durgin of the State Board 
of Health.

Waterbury’s Loss by Fire May 


Reach $5,000,000 


FLAMES STARTED IN HOTEL 


Just us the Big Conflagration of Sun- 
day Had Been Conqured—Believed 


te Have Keen the Work of an In- 


cendiary—Business Being Resumed 


Waterbury, Conn., Feb. 4.—A black- 


ened and smouldering mass of ruins 


marks the main business section of the 
city. But ghastly as the appearance is 
and bitter as the disappointinent of busi- 
ness men aud numerous families, there 
is one fact-blacker than all the others, 
This isthe y ery strong suspicion that the 
fire which broke outat4a.m. yesterday 
and completely destroyed the Scovyill 


house, burning up thousands upon 


thousands of dollars’ worth of furni‘ure, 
appointinents and personal effects, and 
imperilling many lives, was the y ork of 
a tire fiend. 

The fire origniated in the pool and 
billiard room in the basement of the 
house on the further side from the burn- 
Ing district. The room was closed and 
locked. No one Was supposed to be 
there. No fire was kept in the room, all 
heat heing supplied from a boiler in an 
other part of the building. 

Manager Treiman said while the fire 
Was still raging that he had not the 
slightest doubt that it was of incendiary 
origin. No one could be found to ex- 
plain its origin. and the authorities have 
been quietly at work investigating, 

The tire came so closely on the heels 
of the big conflagration that the thous- 
ands of spectators who witnessed it 
were thrown intoa more complete panic 
than the original conflagration caused. 

The flames had only begun to die out 
down along Bank, Grand and South 
Main streets at 4 o0’clock when long 
tongues of flames leaped as by *iagie in- 
to the sky and people groaned ¥ ‘th the

after all. 

The call was rung in promptly cnd 
the engines that hurried to the scene 
turned their attention mainly to prevent- 
ing the spread of the flames.

The fire cut through the heart of the 
city and the appearance of the g ping 
opening from Leavenworth to Hrook 
streets was typical of the deep wound 
sustained by the commercial life and 
importance of the city.

‘Concert at Wollaston Last Night'A Feeling that the Association 


is Not Properly Treated. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

There seems to be a strong feeling 
among the members of the Hospital 
Aid association, that there is too much 
dictation on the part of the Board of 
Trustees. However this may be, there 
is certainly a lack of interest for Some 
cause. ‘The society is not growing and 
members are dropping out one by one. 
Only a handful of ladies attend the 
monthly meetings, the average last 
year being twelve. The annual dues of 
one dollar each come in slowly, and as 
the Trustees object to the ladies hold- 
ing fairs or giving entertainments. the 
funds are bound before long to be in- 
sufficient, and there will be nothing 
left but to disband. 

No person, home, church or society 
flourishes without sociability and the 
Hospital Aid association is no excep- 
tion. We fully believe in an occasional 
fair or entertainment to replenish their 
funds. It would not be begging for the 
hospital, for no one need be solicited 
to buy a ticket, but they could be 
put on sale and bought by those who 
care to go, and furthermore those who 
attend would get sume return for 
money expended. c 

We fully believe in the house-to- 
house canvass once a year for money 
for the Hospital, as it reaches people 
who would not give otherwise, and we 
do not believe in the indiscriminate 
giving of entertainments by any society 
or person that takes a motion, but we 
do believe in the Hospital Aid associa- 
tion giving an entertainment whenever 
they see fit, without dictation from 
the Buard of Trustees. 

Quincy is dull at the best and there 
are plenty of people who would be glad 
tu goto a good entertainment under 
the right mapagement, whether it befor 
the benefit of the South Sea Islanders 
or the Hospital, and of the two it 
bette: be for the Hospital. . 

Since the starting of the Wospital, 
the Aid society has done a great deal 
of work and raised large sums of money 
with very little recognition. Each year 
a list of the incorporators of the 
Hospital is publisbed in the annual 
report, none of whom have to tura in 
a cent, as it cost nothing to be a mem- 
ber of the corporation, while to belong 
to the Hospital Aid association it 
costa dollar per year. A list of the 
members of the Hospital Aid associa- 
tion bas never been published, and the 


members themselves do not know wha 
veiwug vurside of the few regular at- 
tendants at une mouthly meetings. 


Messrs. Trustees, do not discourage 
the ladies in their good work, but let 
them run their organization as their 


good judgment dictates.

Washington, Feb. 4.--Another spirited 
debate, with the Philippine turiff bill as 
the text, was precipitated in the secate 
yesterday, as the result of some state- 
ments made by Mr. Carmack (Dem., 
Teno.) in the course of an ext»nded 
speech on the general Philippine ques- 
tion. In was the ‘'enuessee senator's 
first speech in the senate and he was 
given notably good attention on both 
sides of the chamber. He spoke w ith- 
out manuscript, with earnestness, force 
and eloquence. 

“This bill,” said Mr. Carmack, “is 
framed on the theory that the I’hilip: 
pine Islands are a deadly menace to cur 
own trade; and that the less we trade 
With those islands and the less we have 
to do with'them the better it will be for 
us. The only trade that will flourish 
under such conditions is that of she ex- 
ploiters and It is proposed to turn the 
islands over to them. It is for the bene- 
fit of the carpetbaggers and wet tor the 
benefit of the American people that a 
war of criminal aggression is being 
waged iu the Philippine tslands, 

“We of the minority cannot support 
this bill or the policy of which itisa 
part. We are opposed to the bill, be- 
eause we are opposed to the whole 

| policy of colonial empire.” 

Ile next discussed briefly tue subject 
of the censorship for military purposes, 
but which had been “established ly, 
for, and in the interest of the Rep sil 
can party.” Tmportant information had 
heen suppressed by the censuor, he de- 
clared, and the people of this conutry 
had been kept {In Ignorance f oatiers 
to a knowledge of which they were en- 
titled. 

Referring to the Republican sup- 
porters of the present Philippine policy, 
Mr. Carmack said: “You lift your 
hands in holy horror at the lynching of 
a colored man in the south, and vet you 
are engaged in lynching 10,000,000 of 
people who recently were your allies 
anid your brothers in arms and who have 
commtted no crime except the erime up- 
on which this government was 
founded.” 

With great earnestness he declared

Aguinaldo and his associates as hlood- 
thirsty Apaches, then Admiral Dewey 
and those who secured Aguinaldo’s Lelp 
and assistance could not escape the 
charge of deliberately violating the laws 
of civilized warfare, and he hopod the 
charge against Admiral Dewey would 
be investigated. 

He would, he said, haul down the 
American flag wherever it waved as an 
emblem of force and despotiim. He 
charged that the United States t ad been 
holding a false, fraudulent and deivsive 
hope to the Fillpinos, and that “we are 
killing those people for the salvation cf 
their souls and building up the church 
of God out of human bones.” 


Mr Carmack maintained that by fol- 
low!ng out the policy of conquest form- 
ulated by the majority In power the 
United States was pressing itself into 
ail the bickerings and quarrels of the 
world. Under such a policy no peace 
was in view for this government. ‘I'he 
position of the government woul! be 
simply one of armed neutrality. 

At the conclusion of his address, wh'ch 
had been IUstened to by many of his 
former colleagues in the house of repre- 
sentatives, Mr. Beveridge challenged 
some of his statements. The debate 
which ensued was very lively for a few 
minutes, taking on a political phase. 
Mr. Beveridge and Mr. Tilman became 
involved in a heated colloquy, in which 
the exchanges were as hot as both sen- 
ators well could make them.

LANSDOWNE SUSTAINED 


In His Reply to the Dutch 
Peace Proposition 


ENGLAND FIRMLY OPPOSED 


To Intervention of Any Forelgn Pow- 
er In South African War—Burghers 
In the Field Are at Liberty to Open 
Negotiations If They So Desire 


London, Feb. 5.—The morning papers

The Standard says that Lord Lans- 
Towne'’s words are unmistakeably ¢is- 
tince and will be understood in other 
capitals besides The Hague. 

The Dally Telegraph dubs the action 
of Dr, Kuyper as a “grotesyue pursery 
extravaganza.” 

The Daily News, representing the pro- 
Boers, admits that the reply cf Lord 
Lansdowne is irreproachablein style; nd 
temper, congratulates him ou the vindi- 
cation of the “old diplomacy,” and fer- 
vently prays that any further uegotia 
tions may remain in the same] ands. 

The Times says that Lord Lans- 
downe has given the only poss‘ble 
answer to the curious Dutch proposal, 
“The decision of the government,” says 
The Times, “shuts the door to dangerous 
possibilities of intrigue and reduces the 
Boer emissaries who fled their country 
to their proper level of insignificance.” 

The reply of Lord Lansdowne to the 
communication of the Netherlands, 
on the subjeet of peace in South Africa, 
outlines the proposition of the Nether- 
lands government and says: 

“His majesty’s government have given 
it their best consideration, and while 
entirely appreciative of the :notives of 
humanity which led the Netherlands 
government to make this proposal, they 
feel they must adhere to the position 
adopted and publicly announced by 
them some months after the commence- 
ment of hostilities by the Boers, that It 
is not their intention to accept the in- 
tervention of any foreign power in the 
South African war, 

“Should the Boer delegates themselves 
desire to lay a request for a safe conduct 
Before his majesty’s governinent there 
is no reason why they should not do so. 
But, his majesty’s government, ob- 
viously, are not in a position to express 
an opinion on any such application until 
they have received it and are aware of 
the precise nature and grounds where- 
on the request is made. 

“IT may, therefore, point out that it 
is not at present clear that the dele- 
gates retain any influence over therepre- 
sentatives of the Boers in South Africa, 
or have any volce tn their councils. If 
this be so, it Is evident that the quick- 
est and most satisfactory means of ar- 
ranging a settlement would be by di- 
rect communication between the lead- 
ers of the Boer forces in South Africa 
and the commander-in-chief of his 
majesty’s forces, who has already been 
instructed to forward immediately any 
offers he may receive, for the considera- 
tion of his majesty’s government. 

“In these circumstances. his majesty'’s 
government have decided that if the 
Boer leaders should desire to anter into 
negotiations for the purpse of bringing 
war to an end those negotiations must 
take place, not in Europe, but in South 
Africa. 

It should, moreover, be borne in mind 
that if the Boer leaders are to occupy 
time in visiting South Africa, in ccn- 
sulting with Boer leaders in the field, 
and in returning to Europe for the pur- 
pose of making known the results of 
their errand, a period of at least three 
months would elapse, during which 
hostilities would be prolonged and 1,.uch 
human suffering, perhaps, neédlessly 
occasioned.” 


Efforts May Be Renewed 

The Hague, Feb, 5.—Opinions here 
differ concerning the action of Dr. 
Kuyper. Mapy persons think the 
Dutch premier was ill-advised in mak- 
{ng the proposal before feeling his 
ground. The evening papers recogpize 
the courtesy of Lord Lansduwne’s re- 
ply and indicate that efforts toward 
mediation will be renewed at a more 
favorable period. 


Financial Cordition Improved 

Kingston, Jam., Feb, 5.—At the open- 
ing of the colonial legislature yester- 
day Governor Hemming anounced, for 
the first time in many years, a slight 
surplus in the transactions of the year. 
The improvement in question is due, in 
a great measure, to the growth of the 
fruit trade between Jamaica and the 
United States and England, 


WATERBURY FIRE LOSS 


Figures Drop to $1,500,000 —No Stock 
Taken In Stories of Incendiarism 
Waterbury, Conn., Feb. 5.--The talk 

of incendiarism as the cause of the con- 
flagration which swept throngh the 
business section of the city Sunday 
night is pronounced rubbish by owners 
of the buildings where the flames first 
broke out, 

George FP. Hughes, head of the dry 
goods firm of Reld & Hughes, in whose 
building the original blaze started, ssys 
that the outbreak of the fire was un- 
doubtedly due to defective electric 
light wirlng. The second fire, which 
originated in the billiard room of the 
Scovill house, is now pronounced due to 
smouldering flames in goods from the 
burning buildings stored there. 

The ruins on Bank and South Main 
Streets are still burning spasmodically. 

Most of the heavy property owners 
whose buildings were destroyed have 
announced their Intention of reb tilding 
at once. “We are knocked down, but 
not counted out,” says Mayor Kilduff. 

As more accurate figures become 
obtainable, it isevident that the total loss 
will not be as heavy as was first be- 
lieved. A prominent insurance nan. 
whose firm had written policies on pear- 
ly every one of the burned hnildings, 
is positive that the loss will not exceed 
$1,500,000. The fact that tenants of 
buildings some distance from the spot 
where the fire started were able to save 
much of their property materially re- 
duces the first estimate.

Tincture of arnica is the best appli- 
eation for sprains or bruises. 

Lemon juice (outward applications) 
will allay the irritation caused by the 
bites of gnats or flies. 

The juice of half a lemon in a cup of 
strong black coffee, without sugar or 
milk, seldom fails to cure a sick head- 
ache. 

For neuralgia try wet cloths of alco- 
hol or water or paregoric or laudanum 
and water laid on a hot water bottle 
and the part steamed over it. 

An old fashioned remedy for quinsy, 
but one that is said to be effective, is 
an onion poultice tied on under the 
chin as hot as it can possibly be borne. 

For a burn by vitriol or anything else 
apply the white of egg mixed with 
powdered chalk to the parts burned 
with a feather. It will afford instant 
relief. 

For a pain in the stomach pour a lit- 
tle whisky over a lump of sugar and 
set fire to it. When the fire has died 
out, eat the sugar before it has had 
time to cool and while it is as hot as 
you can bear it. 

To make a compress for a wound in 
an emergency, if there is nothing bet- 
ter at hand, use clean tissue paper. It 
is quite as efficacious and much less 
liable to convey injurious impurities 
into the wound than strips torn from 
old clothing or a soiled handkerchief.

Darning on Sewing Machines, 

“Tears and worn places in cloth fab- 
rics can be darned most satisfactorily 
on the sewing machine,” writes Maria 
Parloa in The Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“Thread the machire with silk or cot- 
ton of the same color as the fabric. Do 
not loosen the presser foot; have the 
stitch of moderate length; begin the 
stitching a little beyond the damaged 
place. For places that are worn thin 
or frayed put in rows of stitching close 
together. Cross these with other rows 
of stitching. This will give a smooth, 
fine texture. Where the fabrie is worn 
thin baste a piece of the same kind of 
goods on the wrong side and darn over 
it. If there is none of the same mate- 
#ial, a piece of net or muslin will an- 
ewer. If the colors in the fabric are 
mixed, have the upper thread of the 
machine of the most pronounced and 
the under thread of the minor color.” 


Color and Room Schemes, 

The secret of success in artistic 
house furnishing is the harmonious 
blending of wall and floor covering 
with the woodwork rather than indis- 
criminate following of the latest style. 
For instance, red wall covering is 
fashionable and combines most effec- 
tively with woodwork in dusky Flemish 
oak, but is thoroughly unsuited to gold- 
en oak, which calls for a dull, soft blue 
in burlap or cartridge paper. 


Fried In Oil. 

If fried foods disagree with you and 
you are longing for some favorite dish 
which is forbidden because of its being 
fried, try cooking it in olive oil. This, 
as you know, is a vegetable fat and 
therefore not likely to hurt one. Pars- 
nips or carrots fried in olive oil and 
salted and peppered to taste are deli- 
cious. The oil gives a different flavor 
to food, but be sure you bave good oil. 


The Rag Doll, 

The rag doll, so dear to the chiid’s 
heart, skould be frequently disinfected 
by steaming. At the teething age, when 
the child uses his toys for chewing, 2 
ring of pure gum rubber should be sup- 
plied. The cracker ring, though theo- 
retically valuable, becomes dangerous 
when as a succulent mass it is used by 
the child to wipe up the floor.

The flames caught the 
weather-worn timbers and in an in- 
stant the flames had enveloped the’ 
structure. With a roar the building 
collapsed. 

The adjoining building, a two-story 
structure, fared up. The next building 
was wrapped in flames and then axother 
structure caught fire. A fire wall of 
a brick building at the corner of Archer 
avenue and Twenty-second street held 
the fire in that direction. 

On the west of the burning buildings 
were two small one-story cottages.

CODE OF COMMISSION 


Led to Officials’ Controversy 
In the Philippines 


PLAN TO PROTECT NATIVES 


———_——— 


Created a Conflict Which Was Settled 
Upon Instructions From Washing- 
ton—Filipino Shows Capacity For 
Skilled Labor, but Hates Work 


Washington, Feb. 6.—In his statement 
before the senate committee on the Phil- 
ippnes yesterday Governor Taft dealt 
especially with the question of the re- 
lationship of the civil and military au- 
thorities in the Philippines. Governor 
Taft said that originally the civil and 
military control of the islands had been 
in the bands of the military and that 
naturally there had been some differ- 
ence of opinion between the military au- 
thorities and the commission ¢s to the 
method of proceeding. 

This difference had arisen with Gen- 
eral MacArthur and there had been 
more or less correspondence on the sub- 
ject. The general had contended that 
authority over the islands was vested 
in the military as the representative of 
the chief executive, because the islands 
were ina stateof war. In this view the 
commission did not concur. This dit- 
ference did not, however, extend to the 
control of the municipalities. 

In this connection Governor Taft ex- 
plained at some length the contention 
between the commission and General 
Chaffee, which had, he said, arisen over 
the habeas corpus provision in the cein- 
mission's code. That provision had 
been inserted, he said, to protect native 
officers who surrenderand who are sub- 
ject to arrest on charge of crimes ccm- 
mitted while in the insurrection § ser- 
vice believed to be contrary to the rules 
of civilized warfare. Such charges 
against the men were common and often 
they were unfounded. 

The provision had, however, been in- 
voked in the interest of an enlisted man 
serving in Cebu, who was seeking to 
secure his release from the military ser- 
vice in an indirect way. 

Thus a confilct had arisen and the 
question had been referred to Washing- 
ton, with the result that instructions 
had come back that the differences must 
beeompromised. “General Chaffee and 
I are on the friendliest and most cor- 
dial terms,” he said, “and we had no 
difficulty in reaching an understanding 
after a prolonged conference.” 

Governor Taft said that he had never 
met a Filipino who was not a musician 
and hexudded: “All Filipino crowds are 
well behaved and polite, and the people 
are courteous. The Filipino also shows 
capacity for skilled labor, but he is neg- 
ligent of machinery. I wish it were 
true that the Filipino is as industrious 
as is claimed, but he is not. Indeed 
there are many of them who migit se- 
cure work who do not seek it. This con- 
dition leads to a demand for the bring- 
ing in of Chinese.” 

This statement led Senator Hale to 
make inquiries concerning the presence 
of Chinese. The witness replied that 
the contractors and business men gen- 
erally contend for the. necessity of 
bringing in Chinese labor. This impor- 
tation was, howeyer, generally re- 
sented by the natives, not so much be- 
cause of the competition of the Chi- 
nese as laborers, as because of their 
competition as merchants, 

The Chinaman generally saved his 
wages and in a few months would es- 
tablish a mercantile establishment, the 
result being that the next door neigh- 
bor, who is a native, will be driven out. 
He sald further that under the present 
regulations no Chinese are admitted. 

Replying to other questions Governor 
Taft stated that in the islands there are 
about 5,000,000 acres of land held by 
Private persons, and that of this 403,000 
acres are owned by the Catholic friars. 
Of these 403,000 acres 250,000 are the 
best lands in the islands, 

At to the honesty of the native Fili- 
pino, Governor Taft sald that many ex- 
aggerated and extreme pictures bad 
been drawn They were neither so bad 
nor so good as they had been repre- 
sented. Many were arrested for theft 
and there also were charges of treach- 
ery and duplicity. That some are dis- 
honest and others double-faced was 
true, but that all present these char- 
acteristics was not true. Hence no gen- 
eral characterization was possible,

SENATORS WARMED UP 


Over Sedition Laws as Aprlied 
In Philippines 


ARMY WILL NOT RETURN 


Until It 
Opponents of Administration's Pol. 


Comes Back Victorious— 


icy Have Their Say—All Thoroughiy 
Loyal and Doing Their Duty 


Washington, Feb. 7.—PFor four hours 
yesterday the senate had the Philip- 
pine tariff bill under discussion. The 
measure was completed, so faras the 
Philippine committee is concerned, ail 


of the committee amendinents being 
adopted. Several other umendinents, 
however, will be offered. 


Toward the close of the 
discussion became heated. in response 
to a resolution, the secretary of war 
transmitted to the senate the scdition 
laws enacted by the Philippine comniis- 
sion and they were read in full, 

Mr. Floar expressed his astonishment 
that such laws should be enforced Ly 
the government authorities. 

Mr. Foraker had read from ihe re- 
vised statutes of the United Stutes the 
laws of congress relating to the crime 
of treason and similar offensos avainst 
the government, and said that the acts 
passed by the Philippine commission 
were almost identical in their language 
with the laws enacted by cons in 
the days of the fathers of the republic 
and that there was no thine un- 
caeeaantn or unusual about them. 

Mr. Foraker said that the senator from 
Massachusetts (Mr. Hoar) seemed to 
have no objection to the law enacted by 
congress merely because there was 
little likelihood of its being violated in 
this country, although he had questioned 
at first whether such a law bad been en- 
acted under any authority of the Uniied 
States. For the protection«f our goy- 
ernment ip the Philippines. the Taft 
commission had applied that how to the 
Philippines he seid. 

Mr. Hoar, again interrupting Mr. lor-

aker, and directing attention to the 
declaration in the senate chamber of 
Thomas Corwin of Ohio, duringa de- 


bate on the Mexican war, that if he 
were a Mexican he would weleome the 
Americans with bloody hands to hos- 
pitable graves, inquired if the people of 
Ohio did not reverence the name and 
memory of Thomas Corwin, 

Mr. Foraker replied that the people 
of Ohio did love to recall the .emory of 
Thomas Corwin, but they realized, he 
said, that in the great emergency he 
had made a profound mistake. 


In response to a question from Mr. 
Patterson Mr. Foraker said there was 
not a single word in the seilition laws 
adopted by the Philippine commission 
which would enable the authorities to 
touch any man who was loyal to the 
United States. In this reply he _ re- 
ferred particularly to an act, which pro- 
vided that no secret society sLould ad- 
vocate any policy inimical to the gov- 
ernment of the United States or its 
control of the islands. 

Mr. Tillman said that he had seen a 
statement from General Chaffee that 
practically the entire Philippine popu- 
lation was imbued with ua hatred of 
Americans. “tn view of this state 
ment” said he, ‘must we continne this 
infamous tyrannical, British, South 
African”—then hesitating 1 few seecnds, 
he continued: ‘I'll stop right there be- 
cause I can’t find a word hot enough to 
apply to the situation.” 

“TI want to suy to the senator and to 
the senate,” retorted Mr. Foraker, with 
great vehemence, “that our e*my will 
never come back from the Philippines 
until it comes back victorious. This 
may as well be understood now as at 
any future time.” 

Mr. Hoar concluded the debate of the 
afternoon, and in the course of his re- 
marks paid a brilliant tribute to 
Thomas Corwin, who, in the face of a 
hostile senate, had uttered ibe senti- 
ment which he had quoted earlier inthe 
day. He declared that the great gues- 
tions now before the country could be 
discussed temperately aud calmly. It 
was a great question whether this 
powerful republic should crush the life 
out of a republic modelled after our 
own government it was 1 great ques- 
tion how the slaughter of both Filipinos 
and Americans was to be stopped. 

“Men as good as I am, wiser than I 
am,” said he, “differ from me upon these 
questions. I do not believe the dis- 
tinguished senator from Ohio wants to 
do injustice to any one. Some men, 
however, show their love of the flag 
by protecting it against violence and 
some show their love of the tlag by 
keeping it pure and as a symbol of jus- 
tice. The onc is an honorable thing and 
the other is an honorable thing. Those 
who are resisting the present policy of 
our government in the Philippines are 
quite as loyal as those who are sup- 
porting it.”

Treaty Is Ratified 


DIPLOMATS ARE NOT BLIND 


To the Fact That Russo-Chinese Bank 
Scheme Is Closely Related to the 
Main Question—China Would Work 
With Russian Capital 


Pekin, Feb. 7.—The British, Au erican 
and Japanese ministers here have re- 
newed their opposition to the Man- 
churian arrangements between China 
and Russia. It is probable that this 
action will result in the further jx st- 
ponement of the consunuuation of this 
treaty, 

The powers opposing the Manchurian 
treaty are now beginning to recognize 
the force of the representations of the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries, that China is 
making the best terms possible for Ler- 
self, and, incidentally, for the equal 
rights of the other nations in China, and 
are shifting their protests to Russia as 
the responsible party. 


Paul Lessar, the Russian winister 


here, is endeavoring to maintain the 
transparent diplomatic fiction tLat the 
Manchurian treaty and the T[usso- 
Chinese agreement are not related. He 
has informed his colleazues that the 
Russian government has no official 
knowledge of the negotiations of the 


Russo-Chinese bank. 

The Russian agents are playing their 
parts with the greatest regard for up- 
pearances) while Lessar arranging 
the treaty with China rhe manager 
of the bank. M. Pocatillo, one of the 
most able and trusted of the Russian 
agents In the East, is negotiating the 
bank agreement with Wang Wen 
Shao. In the light of the statements 
of Chinese officials that Russia insists 
upon the simultaneous signing of the 
Manchurian treaty and ihe bavk treaty 
the representations of fail to 
carry weight.

The final clause stipulates that the 
agreement shallin nowise unp.ir the ex- 
isting rights of other nations, which 
clause is palpably nullified by the pre- 
ceding conditions. 


Having Desired Effect 

London, Feb. 7.—The Pekin corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the ne- 
gotiatious in which Germany has been 
long engaged for the acquisition of 
rights of mining over 9 large area of 
Shan ‘Tung province are nearly con- 
pleted, the pressure from Germany ex- 
ercised at Tien Tsin having had the de 
sired effect. The negotiutions were in- 
terrupted by the Boxer trouble, but 
virtualiy all of Germany's demands 
have now been conceded, except with 
regard to the amount of the royalty and 
the period of the concession.

Above these are tripods supporting 
transmitting and receiving apparatus 
such as is employed in ordinary tele- 
phony, a wire affording connection in 
each case with the buried screen. 
When the electricity from a storage 
battery is turned on, sounds of all 
kinds may be sent through the trans- 
mitter and heard in many instances 
even more distinctly than were a regu- 
lar overhead telephone employed. 

The Collins invention in its simplest 
form is adapted to sending a message 
but one way—that is, it is not possible 
to utilize a receiver as a transmitter 
and reply to a message received, but 
the transmitter and receiver are each 
equipped with an annex for perform- 
ing the opposite function, so thatéto all 
intents and purposes this new tele- 
phone is not different from the instru- 
ments already in use.

Splendid Carriages to Figure’ In 
the Coronation Pageant. 
The coronation pageant in London 


will bring out such a display of gold 
and coloring in the way of state car- 
rilages as has never been seen by the 
present generation, says the Chicago 
Record-Herald.

As It Affects Domain Under 
His Supervision 


ONLY SOURCE OF REVENUE 


Should Be From the Customs, Be- 
| cause of the Small Amount Derived 

From Land Tax—Wants Big Re- 
duction of Our Philippine Imports 


Washington, Feb, 7—Governor Taft 
appeared before the senate comuittee 
on the Philippines yesterday witb the in- 
tention of taking up the senate Philip- 
pine tariff bill and of devoting his at- 
tention to the revenue and tariff condl- 
tions of the Philippine islands, but be- 
fore beginning with the subject he re- 
plied to a number of questions by Sen- 
ator Carmack bearing upon subjects 
heretofore covered by the guvernor in 
his testimony before the comuilttee. 
Getting down to the tariff question 
| Governor Taft said there never had 
been a land tax in the islands and he at- 
tributed this Immunity to the intluence 
of the friars, who had large holdings, 
and to the owners of large havieidas. 
‘The commission had imposed a land tax. 
There had been opposition to the sys- 
tem, but this was disappearing. The in- 
|} come from this tax would be small for 
|} a time, because of the fact, due to the 
| retarded development of the country, 
that only 5,000,000 acres [ the «5,C00- 
1000 acres of agriculturel land in the 
Philippines is held by private owners. 
Replying to inquiries, the witness said 
the Spaniards had a ufethod for acquir- 
ing government lands similar to our 
| homestead system, but advantage had 
hot been taken of it because of the com- 
plications of Spanish metuods, He 
also said there had been much of fraud 
on land matters and he urged that in 
| Whatever regulations may be made for 
| the disposal of the public lands of the 
| Philippines the rights of squatters 
i should be recognized. 
Judge Taft said that the assessable 
taxable property in Manila would not 
hexceed $30,000,000, This, he added, 
| Would not exceed one-sixth of tbe valu- 
| ation of an American city of the same 
size and yet Manila would require a far 
larger expenditure than would an Amer- 
ican city of the same class. Cne con- 
siderable item of expense for admin- 
istration there would be that of main- 
| taining sanitary conditions, It was 
necessary at all times to guard agairst 
| the plague and there are from 15.000 to 
20,000 lepers in the entire archipelago. 
| These conditions, he explained, ren- 
dered it necessary for the central gov- 
ernment to bear part of the expenses 
'of municipal government. 
Taking up the subject of general tax- 
ation he’said the commission Is mak- 
ing an effort to make the customs tan 
| {ff the only source of revenue “ard 
| while,” he said, “we should be glad to 
-have free trade with the United States, 

in order to insure the prog~ess of agri- 

culture, we cannot but feel that if it 
is fair to collect a tariff on goods com- 
| ing Into the Philippines from the United 

States, it is only fair to provide for a 
| tariff on Philippine articles coming into 
the United States.” 
| He said that the tariff adopted by the 
| commission is a specific duty amour t- 
| ing to from 15 to 30 percent, reduced to 
| an advalorem system, and thav the ef- 

fort had been to place the higher tariff 
on luxury and the lower on necessities, 
\thus reversing the Spanish gyStenl, 
| Replying to a question as to the ef- 

fect of the removal of the export duty 
| on hemp exported from the Philippines, 
, Governor Taft said that nothing could 
| be done to change the conditions in that 
|} Fespect. “We can sell all the hemp we 
can raise,” he said. “The cffect uf the 
provision would be greater on sugar, 
I apprehend that the anxiety of for- 
| elgners to secure the hemp product of 
the Phillppines has led to the fnrrish- 
ing of much of the sinews of warof the 
| Filipinos.” 
Explaining the reason for the i dop- 
tion of the specific systein, Governor 
| Taft said this had been done in order to 
| save both timeand expense. “ Vhereyer 
; Chinamen are found,” he added, sluug- 
| gling is a fine art.” 

Senator Patterson reminded the wit- 
ness that he had in his report recom- 
mended a reduction of 50 percent and 
asked why such a reduction had been 
Suggested. 

Governor Taft replied: “I am bound 
to say that at present our principal 
reason for asking a reduction is senti- 
mental. The effect of a reduction of 50 
or even 73 percent im Philippine im- 
ports into the United Stazes woukl not 
be great for the next few years, and any 
concessions of that character would be 
beneficial in our dealing with the people 
of the Philippines. If we can go back 
to them and say that congress has 
recognized them in this way they will 
appreciate the discrimination in their 
favor. Such a course on the part of 
congress will be a great aid in giving 
them assurance of the friendly feeling 
of the American people. ‘The exact ef- 
fect of such a reduction s ‘cuit to es- 
timate. Tobacco would |e heneftted 
somewhat, as would also sugar, but I 
am assured by the planters that the ben- 
efit of the proposed reduction would not 
be great iv actual money saving.” 

Adjourned for the day.

FROM A BOER 


| Prisoner on St. Helena Describes 
Sufferings of Captives. 


| JUST KEPT FROM 


STARVING. 


Soldier Island Writes 
That Food Supply of Prisoners Is 
Barely Enough to Keep Body and 
Soul Together—Pleads For Cloth- 
ing and Food For Americans In 
Prison Camp. 


on Lonely 


Smuggled out of Deadwood camp, 
the Boer prison on the historic island 
of St. Helena, has come to the New 
York World a letter from one of the 
prisoners. The letter was posted bare 
of postage and came with two ten cent 
C. O. D. stamps affixed by the United 
States postoffice department. The let- 
| ter probably was taken away from St. 
Helena by a sailor on some ship bound 
from Cape Town to a port in the far 
north, for it was posted at Copenha- 
gen. Here is the letter, dated Dec. 12: 
| So much has been said by the English 
press concerning the chivalrous treatment 
of prisoners of war on this island by the 
military authorities that it is high time 
the other side should be heard as well. 
Certainly if the feeding of the prisoners 
of war constitutes chivalry, then the Eng- 
lish press is right, but beyond that it will 
take a powerful] searchlight to discover 
that real kind consideration, etc., the 
prisoners of war are supposed to receive. 

Now, to begin with, books, journals and 
newspapers are not allowed to enter camp, 


whether censored or not. 

The food supplied to the prisoners of 
war is barely sufiicient to keep soul and 
body, together. and lucky are those who 
have a few shillings to buy extras. Un- 
less a prisoner of war reduces himself to 
the state of a beggar he will walk about 
in ri ed ciothing, for unless one begs of 


the o 


clothi 


cers he will not be supplied with 


During time the prisoners of war 
have been here two of them have been 
shot by the sentries, and—mark this—not 


on or near the dead line, where prisoners 
of war are not allowed under the penalty 
of instant death. 

The medical attendance ts inefficient 
here, and while the climate Is good Boers 
die through neglect, from diseases that 
could have been easily cured, but then it 
| isa good way of getting rid of the enemy. 
| The foreigners who are here with the 
| Boers and who fought bravely at the 
| front for the same cause as Lafayette 
fought for in America are considered by 
the military officials as the instigators of 
the war, are treated with the utmost ab- 
sence courtesy and a considerable 
amount of vindictiveness. 

There are several Americans among the 
prisoners of war, but they are absolutely 
neglected both by their consul here, Mr. 
Poole, and by their countrymen in the 
Siates. Yet they have done what every 
American should have done under similar 
circumstances; they fought for the Uberty 
of a sister republic. 

Holland relieves the wants of the Dutch 
prisoners of war by sending them cloth- 
acco and money. Germany, France, 
rk, Sweden and Norway and even 

Finland do the same. Why not the people 
| of America?

the oath of allegiance to Great Britain, 
and I am glad to say they succeeded in 
clearing the two camps here of all its 
scum. Those rebels, as we call them, do 
not number more than 200, and they have 
sold their souls for a pot of jam, for that 
is the extra ration they receive. I may 
as well mention that we number nearly 
5,000 here. 

The inhabitants of the island, as well as 
the ‘civil administration, treat the prison- 
ers of war with great kindness and will 


put themselves to a great deal of incon- 
venience for our sakes. 
Lieutenant Colonel Evans, the officer 


commanding the troops, has done a great 
deal to try and improve the condition of 
the prisoners, and the same can be justly 
said of Captain Meiklejohn, V. C., a one 
armed hero of Elandslaagte, our garrison 
adjutant. I should have liked to say the 
same of the rest, but it is impossible.

But the fact that 
their offense was committed before the 
passage of the law of sedition makes 
furtier action in the matter improbable, 
General Chaffee deeming it inadvisable 
that civilians should be tried by a mill- 
tary commission.

The fire began at the power house of 
the Jersey City, Hoboken and Paterson 
Traction company. It was in the car 
shed that it commenced and it was 
burning fiercely when one ofthe em- 
ployes detected it. The tiremen tried to 
hem it in, but it burned unchecked down 
into the business district. Every piece 
of fire meqhanisw in the city was called 
out, but fire and gale were masters. 
There were efforis to rescue furniture 
and stock. but the speed with which 
the fire moved gave the rescuers but 
little time. Property was often moved 
to a place of presumed safety only to 
be eventually reached and destroyed. 
The warning to many was but brief and 
they were forced to flee, scantily clad, 
into streets glazed over with ice and 
swept by the keen wind of vigorous 
winter. 

Tie business section of the town ly-

son and Market streets, was wiped out 
completely. The residence portion de- 
stroyed extended from Pear! street to 
Market street and from Straight street 
to Carroll street. ‘The city hall, all the 
national banks, five churches, the high 
school and al! the principal business 
houses and public buildings were in 
the ruined section. 

What started the fire is not certain, 
but it Is thought one of the feed wires 
running into the car barns was re- 
sponsible. From thecar barns the 
flames leaped to other buildings close 
by and these were burned before the 
first call firemea reached the scene. 


LODGING HOUSE BURNED 


Eleven Persons Lost Their Lives Ina 
Fire at St Louis 

St. Louis, Feb. 10.—An early morning 
fire, which destroyed tie Empire Hotel, 
a large three-story lodging house, oe- 
cupied by men exclusively, caused the 
death of 11 persons, and dangerously 
injured eight others. Ten or more who 
had narrow escapes from death iu the 
fire were more or less injured by being 
frost-bitten. The financial loss is nomi- 
pal. It is thought that $20,000 will 
cover the damage to building and con- 
tents, which were totally destroyed. 

The fire started about 3:30 Sunday 
morning, and gained considerable head- 
way before it was discovered and the 
alarm given, and when the engines 
finally reached the scene the whole 
front of the building was in flames and 
the interior was a seething furnace. By 
that time all who escaped death had 
got out of the building by jumping from 
the windows or climbing down ropes

March 1, Over 90 per cent. of the 
manufacturers of Barre, Montpelier, 
and Northfield have signed the agree- 
ment, putting it into effect. The manu- 
facturers’ have decided to establish a 
scale by which all work shall be 
figared on the actual cost of producing 
work f. o. b. All estimates on granite 
work shall pass through the exchange 
and also all contracts for the 


purpose 
of seeing that no price is quoted or

MURDER IN FIRST DEGREE 


Strong Circumstantial Evidence Re- 
sults In Conviction of Greenleaf 
Laconia, N. H., Feb. 10. 


George H. 
Greenleaf, an inmate of the Merrimack 
county almshouse, was found guilty of 
the tirst of Mrs. 
Napney Jane Folsom, by the jury this 
morning. The jury retired to consider 
the evidence at S o'clock Saturday 
night. It reached a verdict at 8 o'clock 
Sunday morning. The jury was told 
that the court would be in readiness at 
12.30 this morning, when Greenleaf was 
brought from the jail to the court room. 
He heard the verdict with no outward 
sign. 

Mr. Martin, senior consul for Green- 
leaf, called the attention of the court to 
the exceptions taken during the trial. 
The justices held a brief consultation 
and then ordered a recess. The jury 
was discharged, and ‘ijreevieaf recon- 
ducted to the jail. The assembling of 
court at such an early Louris thought to 
be without precedent inthe jurispru- 
dence of New Hampshire. 

Mrs. Folsom was murdered on the 
road from Boscawen to Pennacook on 
Oct. 23 last. She wasin her team 
the way to the depot to get her 
daughter at the time. Shebad been 
killed by a blow on the head, apparent- 
ly inflicted by a rock, which had 
fractured her skull. Suspicion early 
pointed to Greenleaf, who lived at the 
almshouse, aud he was arrested. The 
state's case was on circumstantial evi- 
dence based on three strong features— 
blood stains on Greenleaf’s clothing, his 
absence from the almshouse about the 
tired the murder was committed and 
certain expressions towards Mrs. Fol- 
som.

Case of Smallpox 


IS NOT LIKELY TO RECOVER 


Had Been Under Surveillance of Bos- 
ton Health Authorites, Who Finally 
Lost the Trail—Fellow Townsmen

On Jan. 18 he wrote to Dr. Durgin, 
chairman of the Boston board of health, 
asking permission to inspect the quar- 
rantine smallpox hospital at Gallup’s 
island, for the purpose, as stated, of 
scientifically looking into the disease in 
all of its various forms, and “with 
close observation to get such facts as 
Will enable a physician to diagnose 
smallpox cases with as much certainty 
as possible.” 

Dr. Durgin knew Dr. Pfeiffer to bea 
registered physician and made vo ob 
jection to grantiug the request, whether 
it should prove to be that of an honest 
physician with honest purpose, or that 
of ap unprotected (by vaccination) rep- 
resentitive of the auti-vacecinationists. 

Dr. Durgin, however, determined to 
keep close observation of Dr. Preiffer, 
for the protection of the public, and he 
wis strengthened in this decision by 
the fact that Dr. Pfeifferappareutly ex- 
posed himself as-fully as possible on 
his visit to the island. 

Therefore, a mild watch was kept on 
the inan, and he was under observation 
by the health board officers up to last 
Monday, when he was not found at his 
oftice nor was he visible as formerly in 
public places. 

Dr. Pfeiffer's visit to the island was 
on Jan. 25, und as the development of 
sinallpox incubation is from 12 to 14 
days, Monday was about the time when 
the diseuse might expected to ap- 
pear. 

That fact caused the board of health 
to iucrease its efforts to tind the doctor. 
Inquiry at his office brought forth the 
positive statement that he had gone to 
Philadelphia for business and recupera- 
tion. Everybody there ridiculed the 
idea that the doctor had smallpox, and 
were positive in the assertion that he 
Was not in Boston. 

Mexntime a police officer who knew 
Pfeiffer said he was sure that he had 
seen him in Charlestown square, Thurs- 
day. So suspicion increased that the 
doctor had been stricken and was at- 
tempting to conceal the fact. rs 

It was the bounden duty of the health 
department to ascertain the fact, and, if 
the apprehensions of its members and 
officers should prove true, their obliga- 
tion was to isolate the patient in some 
way in order that the publie might be 
protected from contagion. 

So the search was continued, 
janitor of an apartment house 
Charlestown, near City square,

Dr. Pfeiffer, was summoned, and al 
though he did not know the doctor's 
name, the janitor recognized a photo- 
graph of the man. 

According to the janitor’s story, the 
doctor appeared weak, was muffled up, 
carried_an extension bag. and was ac- 
companied by a woman from the back 
door and upa back street. 

Two persons were found who saw a 
man and woman enter a hackon the 
back street. Then came a hunt for the 
hack, and it was found. ‘The doctor 
Was driven out to bis home that even- 
ing, where he has been since. 

There is a great deal of excitement 
in the town, the people being intensely 
indignant at the fact that Dr. Pfeifter 
should come out and thus expose, not 
only his own family, but other mem- 
bers of the community, instend of re- 
porting himself to the Boston board of 
health and submitting to its ruies for the 
protection of the public. 

Sympathy for him is entirely lack- 
ing in the neighborhood, and the epithets 
applied to him are neither mild nor 
elegant. 

“Dr. Pfeiffer has a most serious case 
of smallpox, so serious that he will not 
recover, in fact he may not live more 
than 48 hours or three days at the most,” 
is the statement made by Drs. Shea and 
Wright of the Boston board of health 
after their return from Bedford Satur- 
day. 

“Dr. Pfeiffer certainly got it as hard 
as it could come to him,” was the ex- 
pression of his condition. 

Not for many years has there been in 
any case of the kind such a general in- 
terest as manifested itself in connection 
with Dr. Pfeiffer's experiment. He has 
been one of the foremost advocates of 
the repeal of the compulsory yaccina- 
tion laws, maintaining that compulsory 
vaccination was an invasion of the per- 
sonal rights of the citizen. He was op- 
posed to vaccination in any form, and 
claimed that it was an injury to a 
healthy person, instead of a benefit.

In addition to a total indebtedness to 
the City Savings bank of $1,158,000, to 
secure which Andrews has signed over 
to the institution all his real estate and 


securities, which will total about $1.- 
000,000, four local banks and a trust 


company hold his checks, certified to 
by Cashier Andrews, to the amount of 
$662,600. 

Unfortunate speculations, especiatiy 
heavy purchases of Amalgamated cop- 
per stock, are believed to be responsible 
for Andrews’ ruin. Last night An- 
drews resigned as police commissioner 
and Mayor Maybury appointed George 
Yowle @s his successor. 

Although no warrant has yet been is- 
sued for Henry R, Andrews, an oflicer 
is stationed at his homeas guard.

Wasbington, Feb. 11.—In continuing 
his statement concerning conditions in 
the Philippiue islands before the senate 
committee on the Philippines yester- 
day Governor Taft said that estimate 
for preliminary expenses in those isl- 
ands must include a considerable out- 
lay for school buildings. It was neces- 
sary. he said, to make salaries from 20 
to 25 percent higher than in the United 
States. In this connection Senator 
Culberson made inquiries concerning 
the salaries and allowances of the com- 
missioners of the archipelago. “Is each 
of the commissioners paid $20,0007" 
he asked. 

“No,” was the reply. “When we first 
went out the commissioners were each 
paid $10,000 and the chairman $12,000 
and in addition there was an allowance 
of $5500 to euch for expenses, making 
the total $15,000 and $17,500 respec- 
tively.

WASHINGTON’S TURN 


To Contribute a Chapter Concerning 
Intervention In Spanish War. 


PAUNCEFOTE MERELY AN AGENT 


In Submitting a Proposition 
From Austria. 


Washington, Feb, 12.—In view of the 
statements and contradictions, more or 
less official in character, coming from 
the principal Muropean capitals respect- 
ing the attitude of the powes indi- 
vidually towards the United States just 
preceding the Spanish war, the olticials 


here feel a natural reluctance to being | 


drawn into the coutroversy..t is with 
ditticulty that even unetticial statements 
cau be had on this subject. 

One fact vemaibs uncontroverted, 
nauiely, that the European ambassadors 
and ministers here called upon Presi- 
dent Mckinley on April 7, 1898, in the 
effort to preveut war, 

The matter now in controversy is what 
happened after that call and the ques- 
tion at issue as presented in the latest 
phase in the European dispatches is, did 
Lord Pauncefote undertake to secure 
the support of the other European 
powers in an attempt at forcible re- 
straint upon the United States? 

Sifting all the facis the conclusion 
reached here is that Lord Pauncefote’s 
activity in the direction . of interven- 
tion has been generally misunderstood 
It is known that the Austrian minister 
Was untiring in his efforts in behalf of 
Spain. The United States govern- 
meut hus never cherished the least ill- 
feeling on that score, realizing that the 
blood tiss between the Austrian and 
Spanish reigning houses sutticiently ex- 
cused such au attitude. 

In the course of these efforts Mr. 
Hengelmuller turned to Lord Paunce- 
fote, as dean of the « tps, and sought to 
have him, as such dean, see what meas- 
ure of support could be secured for an 
other and more forcible representation 
to the United States us to the unde- 
sirability of war. 

Lord Pauncefote was confident that 
no such proposition would carry, but he 
yielded so far to the application of the 
Austrian minister as to submit his prop 
asitian to the other representatives of 
the European powers. ‘The result 
justified Lord Pauncefote’s judgment of 
the outcome, and it was probably the 
inquiries he made in this proceeding, 
and not any proposition originating 
with himself, that led to reports from 
the ministers and ambassadors here to 
the E uropean chi incellories.

The jury says that his responsibility 
lay in his neglect to furnish tire escapes 
and life lines, as provided for by statute 
and ordinances, 


STUDENT SEDLE EY EXPELLED. 


New Haven, Feb, 12.—Henry M.Sed- 
ley of New York, a freshman in the 
Sheftield scieutilic school, wus expelled 
from college by the faculty for his part 
in a scrimmage between the seniors and 
freshmen of the Hart dormitory a few 
nights ago. ‘The seniors who  partic- 
ipated in the row were exonerated and 
the other freshmen were given aiecture. 


JAILBIRDS’ PLANS FAILED. 

Rochester, Feb. 12.—One hundred 
and fifty men confined in the city jail 
started whut for a time threatened to 
be a serious riot yesterday. Jail offi- 
cials are reticent over the matter, but it 
is said the arrival of several deputies 
who had been hastily summoned from 
the court house pervented a_ possivle 
jail delivery of some magnitude. 


LOWER DUTY ON PAPER. 


Ottawa, Feb. 12—The government 
has decided to reduce the custom duty 
on news printing paper from 25 percent 
to 15 percent ad valorem. This is the 
result of the inquiry into the charge of 
the Canadian Press association that 
there was a combination among the 
paper manofacturers.

SHORTENS THE CASE, 


Important Court Ruling In Connection 
With the Teamsters’ Strike. 

Boston, Feb, 12.—A ruling yesterday 
afternoon by Judge Braley of the su- 
perior court, before whom the hearing 
upon the Briue Transportation com- 
pany’s petition for an injunction against 
the officials and members of the Team- 
sters’ union and of the Allied Freight 
Transportation councilis being held, 
that there was a dispute between 
plaintiffand the respondent union, ma- 
terially shortens the case, and the prob- 
ability is that it will be finished today, 
and that argumeuts will be heard next 
‘Tuesday. 

The court ruled “that a combination 
by these defendants to regulate their 
own conduct is allowable and is lawful, 
though others may be indirectly thereby 
affected, but if upon this evidence, and 
it is a fact subsequently to be found and 
determined, they have combined to do 
injurious acts expressly directed against 
the plaintiff in this case, by way of in- 
timidation or constraint of persons em- 
ployed or seeking to be employed by it, 
that ts unlawful. 

“Intimidation, if subsequently it is 
found as a fact In this case, is not lim- 
ited to threats of violence or of physical 
{injury to person or property, though it 
may be and is claimed by the plaintiff 
in its bill to include both. It has a 
broader signification, and there may 
also be a moral intimidation, which is 
iegal. 

“An employer has a right to engage 
all persons who are willing to work for 
him, and persons employed or seeking 
employment Lave a corresponding right 
to enter into, leave or remain in the em- 
ployment of any person or corporation 
willing to employ them. But no one 
ean lawfully interfere by force or In- 
timidation to prevent employers or per- 
sons employed or wishing to be em- 
ployed from the exercise of these rights. 
It remains to be determined upon the 
evidence as facts in this case, whether 
these things have been doue by the de- 
fendant.” 

POLYGAMY NOT WIPED OUT. 

Salt Lake, Feb. 12.—The ministerial 
alliance of Salt Lake has unaniuonsly 
adopted the report of the committee of 
that organization which was appolnted 
to investigate and report ou the atleged 
practice and teaching of polygamy by 
the Mormons at the presenttime. ‘This 
report says that positive evidence ean 
be produced that polygamy Is both 
practiced and taught by the Mormons 
now in open detiance of the laws of,the 
state, 


YOUNGSTER’S AWFUL DEPD. 

North Tonawanda, N. ¥., Feb. 12.-- 
Joseph and James Latramill, the 7 and 
9-year-old sons of Joseph Latraniil!le, 
became involved ina quarrel yesterday, 
and the youngest lad cannot survive fn- 
juries inflicted by his brother. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Jayne, who attended the 
injured lad, his brother poured a gaij!on 
of ofl over him and then set fire to it.

Valdosta, Ga,, Feb. 12—Rey. T. De- 
witt Talmage had a narrow escape in 
a train wreck at Dupont yesterday.

Effect of Galdos’ Works on Contem- 
poraneous Spanish Life, 
[Special Correspondence } 
Bostox, Feb. 4—Some queer propo- 
sitions-come to rising young authors of 
popular magazine stories from people 
who seek to exploit them. A friend of 


| the writer, who bas done some clever 


things for the magazines in the way of 
fiction and verse, is in receipt of an in- 
teresting and promising communica- 
tion from a Boston lady who would 
kindly take him under her wing. She 
proposes giving an entertainment “el- 
ther at one of the halls in Tremont 
temple or in the parlor of a Back Bay 
hotel,” at which she “thought to ask if 
you would read your most amusing 
story,” and adds: “You would be the 
star of the occasion and would have a 
little impromptu reception afterward 
to allow the ladies to speak a word 
with you faee to face.” After suggest: 
ing that they share the profits she ex- 
plains that “this will be a new venture 
upon the first occasion, but much will 
come of it.” In conclusion this gener- 
ous patroness of literary genius says, 
“I can do much to bring you into enyi- 
able and peculiar noteriety in this 
way.”

American readers are just beginning 
to learn something of the man whose 
novels and dramas are setting Spain 
aflame. This is Benito Perez Galdos, 
who is regarded as the greatest Span 
ish literary genius since Cervantes. Al 


iar notoriety,” 


all events, no Spanish writer of fiction 


has attracted so much attention either 
in Spain or outside of it since the pass 
ing of the famous author of “Don 
Quixote” in 1616 as Senor Galdos is 
now attracting. Indeed, since Cervantes 
no literary light of any considerable 
power or brillianey has shown from 
Spain until the present. The period be- 
tween 1650 and 1800 is almost a blank 
in Spanish letters. There was some- 
thing of a revival in the early years ot 
the nineteenth century, but it was not 
until nearly the middie of the century 
that its effect was felt even in Spain 
itself. This period brought out Emilio 
Castelar and Antonio Canovas del Cas 
tello, historians and political essayists. 
who bave found readers among the 
students tn this and other countries 
besides their own. With the same pe- 
riod began a new school of romance, at 
the head of which stands Senor Galdos 
and in which are numbered Juan Vale 
ra, Armando Palacio Valdes and Dona 
Emilio Pardo Bazan. Though there 
have been fragmentary translations 


from the works of these Spanish novel 
ists, no one of them has ever attracted 
more than passing notice. 

It is therefore as the shining of a 
bright star out of a murky sky that 
Perez Galdos appears

ture. He was born May 10, 1845, at 
Las Palmas, in the Canary islands, but 
aside from this very little is known 
about his early life. Even his friend 
and biographer, Leopoldo Alas, was 
unable, on account of the author's ex- 
treme modesty, to secure details. He 
went to Madrid at the age of eighteen 
and studied in the university, etaking 
up the legal profession. This he aban- 
doned for literature and politics, taking 
a position in opposition to the ruling 
classes and finally becoming the recog- 
nized leader of the masses. He bas in- 
deed become the idol of the people, and 
the demonstrations in his honor are 
frequently so violent that troops are 
called out to suppress them. His nov- 
els, each written with a purpose, have 
tremendous saie, and one of his plays 
bas been acted in every leading theater 
in Spain within a year. 

The political agitation of 1867 
brought Galdos into some political 
Prominence and so quickened his {p- 
terest in his country’s tumultuous his- 
tory that he was inspired to write bis 
first suecessful work, “La Fontana de 
Oro,” a story of the stormy times of 
Ferdinand VII. The publication of this 
bovel in 1871 assured his literary ea- 
reer. He has written much since then, 
the underlying motive of all his worls 
being to improve the political and so- 
cial conditions of his country. All of 
his productions have been well receiv- 
ed by the masses, but never b 
he met a public response so immediate 
and sympathetic as that accorded to 
his latest drama, “Electra,” a faithful 
and effective representation ef contem- 
poraneous Spanish life. When it was} 
first presented at the Teatro Espanol 
in Madrid, it was received with almost 
frantic enthusiasm and is bringing its 
author more than national fame. “Elec- 
tra” is being produced in all the thea- 
ters throughout the provinces and is 
regarded 43 a powerful vehicle of re- 
fori.

BIG APPROPRIATION NEEDSD. 


Legisiatare Asked For $10,000 to Be 
Expended In Locating and Exter- 
minating the Staie’s Noted Scourge. 
Professor John B, Smith TelM of 
Insect's Natural Depravity. 


The introduction in the legislature 
of a bill 
New Jersey agricultural experiment 
station to be expended under the di- 
rection of Professor John B. Smith 
in prosecuting his investigations of 
the New Jersey mosquito probably 
sounds the doom of that odious insect. 
When asked by the New York Herald 
correspondent at Trenton what he pur- 
posed to do with the $10,000, Professor 
Sniitb, who is the entomologist of the 
New Jersey agricultural experiment 
station, said: 

“There are two points in view—first, 
the sanitary: second, what may be call- 
ed the pestiferous. There are many 
districts in New Jersey where malaria 
is troublesome. One of my plans is to 
send out a competent physician to map 
out all the malarial districts in the 
state. Following him, I will send a 
man who will make a physical exam- 
ination of all those places thus map- 
ped, with the view of ascertaining the 
breeding places of the malarial mos- 
quitoes, The facts will be immediately 
reported to the board of health of each 
locality and afterward will be used in 
the general report to the state.

More than half the i ee depends 
upon the silk trade. 

The Barbour Thread works and the | 
locomotive works are the other two 
important sources of empleyment. 
Only a few months ago the city was 
threatened with the loss of the Rogers 
Locomotive works when their former 
owner suddenly closed them, declaring 
that he was rich enough. The works, 
however, were saved to the city and 
are’ now running to the limit, as are 
the works of the American Locomotive | 
company, which are almost as impor- 
tant as the Rogers works, 

The city lies on both banks of the 
Passaic river, which at the west end 
drops into one of the finest falls in the 
country. Until the last few years the 

water pouring over the falls was a 
sight worth seeing, but the diversion of 
the river's waters at its head for pota- 
ble purposes for Newark has dimin- 
ished the flow. The city contains a 
large foreign born population. Within 
the last few years the silk mills have 
largely filled up with men from south- 
ern Europe. Of the old class there is 
a very strong mixture of Scotch and 
English.

No Ponbt That British Sloop-of-War 
Succumbed to Gale. 

Victoria, B. C., Feb. 12—All hope for 
the missing sloop-of-war Condor, which 
jeft here on Dec. 2, juet before the big 
storm which wrecked the collier Mat- 


tewan off Cape Flattery, was aban- 
doned upon the arrival of the survey 
ship Egeria from a trip along the west 
eoast of Vancouver. 

The Egeria went as far north as the 
Scott islands, off the north end of Van- 
couver island, At Claycquot, on the 
west coast, her officers found wreckage 
from the Condor which shows that she 
must bave gone down or was smashed 
to pieces by the heavy seas. This 
wreckage included a deck grating 
marked with the broad arrow of the 
British navy, a signal box recognized 
as ove from a British warship, sheath- 
ing and part of a topmast. 

It ls hardly probable that the ship 
could Have withstood a storm which 
would wash these articles from her 
deck. The crew of the Condor bum- 
bered 130 otticers and men. 


WATCHMAN FATALLY SHOT.

UNITED STATES’ VIEWS 


Embodied In Treaty Between 
England and japan 


THIS COUNTRY’S PURPOSES 


All Relate to the Commercial and 
Industrial Phases of the Manchurian 
Question—New Alliance Will Main- 


tain the Status Quo In Far East 


Washington, Feb. 13.—Mr. Takuahira, 
the Japanese minister to Washington, 
yesterday called at the state departinent 
and notified Secretary Hay of the sig- 
nature of the treaty between Great 
Britain and Japan, made public in Eng- 
land, bindng the two nations to joint 
action to maintain the integrity of 
China and Korea. 

The assent of the United States is not 
necessary to this agreement, but if it 
were it probably would not be with- 
held, for it is pointed out that the treaty 
ig precisely in line with the aims of the 
state department, as fully disclosed in 
the notes published by it from time to 
time. 

It is again stated that there has been 
no joint action as between the United 
States and the two powers named, yet 
it is a fact that the preamble to the 
new treaty might be regarded as almost 
a paraphrase of the position of the 
United States toward the Manchurian 
question as enunciated in Secretary 
Hay’s note to the Russian ambassador 
here. 

It is made yery clear here by the of- 
ficial statements that the purposes of 
the United States all relate to com- 
mercial and industrial phases of the 
Manchurian question. With the po- 
litical phase we have little concern. 
The sovereignty of Russia or China over 
Manchuria would be to us an im- 
material issue so long as American ships 
are free to sail into Manchurian ports 
on even terms with Russian ships, so 
long as American products may he en- 
tered in Manchuria atthe same tariff 
rates as Russia, and solong as Amer- 
fean railroad and mining projectors 
may operate in Manchuria as frecly as 
those of any other nation. 

In other words, the United States is 
contendnig for the “open door” in Man- 
ehuria and it recognizes in this new 
treaty a valuable support in its con- 
tention. It is understood that the 
Japanese minister and the British and 
Russian ambassadors here are fully 
acquainted with this attitude of the 
United States. 


Manchuria Within Its Scope 

London, Feb. 13.—In the house of 
commons yesterday Sir Heyyy Camp- 
bell-Banneriaan invited A J. Balfour to 
make a statement relative to the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty. Mr. Balfour promised 
to see if any papers relating thereto 
could be presented to the house, but he 
thought no further statement was re- 
quired. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minis- 
ter here, who signed thetreatyin be- 
half of Japan, declares that the treaty 
was not directed especially against 
Russia, but, undoubtedly, Manchuria 
was within its scope. It was solely 
meant to maintain the status quo. The 
present treaty has collaterals in the 
shape of treaties between Japan and 
other powers, but it does not exclude 
the possibility of a similar treaty he- 
tween Japan and Russia, of course with 
the full knowledge of Great Britain 


Knocks Out Manchurian Treaty 

Pekin, Feb. 18.—The news of the sign- 
ing of the Anglo-Japanese treaty of al- 
liance became known to a few diplo- 
mats here yesterday and was an abso- 
lute surprise. The treaty is regarded as 
the most important move made in far 
eastern polices of recent years. It is 
not doubtes| among the diplomats here 
that tlie new alliance will effectually 
veto the signing of the Manchnrian 
treaty. The foreign ministers have 
recently been pressing Prince Ching to 
postpone signing the Manchurian 
treaty and obtained a promise to defer 
so doing until fresh representations 
eould be made, which representations 
Were made -csterday in the forin of a 
copy of the Anglo-Japanese treaty. 


The French Feeling 

Paris, Feb. 13.—The view taken in 
diplomatic circles here is that the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, being purely 
defensive, is nowise a disquieting ele- 
ment in the eastern situation. The al- 
liance is taken to indicate that Creat 
Britain has abandoned her opportunist 
and vacillating attitude of recent years 
in the far east fora fixed policy, and 
that the result will certainly make for 
the peace of the world. The question 
of Corea cannot lead to a disturbance 
of the peace, because Russia has no 
aggressive aimsin thatcountry. Japan, 
also, is not in an aggressive mood.

“"OLEO” BILL PASSED 


Tax of Ten Cents a Pound Imposed 
Upon Products Imitating Butter 
Washington, Feb. 18.—The house yes- 


terday passed the oleomargarine bill. 
There was no division on the final pas- 
sage. The provision to require the in- 
spection and branding of renovated 
butter was retained yesterday on an 
aye and no vote. As finally passed, the 
bill makes oleomargarine or imitation 
butter or cheese transported into any 
state or territory for use, sale or con- 
sumption therein, subject to the laws of 
Such state or territory, notwithstand 
ing that it may be introduced in original 
packages, and imposes a tax of 10 
cents a pound on oleomargarine made in 
imitation of “butter of any shade of 
yellow.” When not made in such im- 
itation the tax is reduced to 1-4 of 1 
centa pound. The second section is in- 
tended to prevent dealers, hotel pro- 
prietors, restaurant and boarding 
house keepers from coloring the un- 
colored article, by making any person 
who colors the product and then sells, 
or furnishes it to others, a mann- 
facturer within the meaning of the act. 

War claims occupied the attention of 
the house after the passage of the oleo- 
margarine bill and the first bill for the 
payments of claims of United States 
citizens arising out of the Spanish war 
Was passed. It carried over $55, 
000 for the payment of 2( aims for 
property taken within the United States 
for the use of the army. An omnibus 
bill carrying claims aggregating $2.114,- 
552 for stores and supplies taken from 
loyal citizens during the Civi! war also 
Was passed.

New York, Feb. 13.—In a report by 
the police of this city to the Italian 
ambassador in Washington and the 
Italian consul in New York, the direct 
assertion is made, The Herald says, 
that the killing of King Humbert was 
planned here. The police have named 
the men who have conspired with Gae- 
tano Bresci. Many of them are still at 
liberty. Just four months to a day be- 
fore the assassination of King Hum- 
bert, according to this report, a meet- 
ing of anarchists was held at a hotel 
here, owned by an Italian who has 
since died. Incendiary speeches were 
made, and it was shouted that King 
Humbert must die. Just at the close 
of the meeting Bresci volunteered his 
services and tuey were accepted.

Paris, Feb. 13.—The judgment of tha 
fivil court in the case of Sibyl San- 
derson, who has been sued by a 
Parisian lace manufacturer for 18,951 
francs for lace purchased in 1899, 
which was rendered yesterday, reduces 
the claim against Miss Sanderson to 
15,900 fran ’s, orders Miss Sanderson 
to pay 5000 ‘rancs now and allows her 
to pay the balance in three annual in:

Police Commissioner Clark and Su- 
perintendent of Police Pierce were two 
of the principal witnesses called by the | 
defense. Commissioner Clark testi 
fied that the Brine Transportation com- 
pany asked for a special detail of po- 
Ice and read its letter “earnestiy re- 
questing the protection of the law that 
a summary end to mob viclence be 
broucht.” He considered his depart- 
ment competent to preserve the peace. 

Superintendent Pierce read from 
memoranda to show the details made 
each day, number of arrests made, ete. 
Details were made to protect Brine 
teams against “a certain disturbing ele- 
ment,” and to preserve the peace, He 
had no knowledge of any alleged strike. 

More evidence was introduced to show 
that the Brine company’s representa- 
tives were present at the master team- 
sters* meeting when a committee was 
unanimously appointed to draw up an 


agreement with the union.

He bad a conference with Mr. Hill, 
who admitted the fact that there was a 
demand for better service, bnt said the 
company was pot in condition to im- 
prove it, He also stated that they held 
the ground and that they would not 
surrender except for a fair 
tion, 

It was impossible to induce nuw cap- 
ital in this plant. We feel we are en- 
titled toa company that will furnish a 
good product and at a cheap price, or 
that they should get out of the field. 
At the present time, with gas at $2, the 
bills were larger than when the price 
was $2.50. They will not extend their 
mains to new bouses without a guaran- 
teed percentage of the expenses. He 
was not io favor of the city purchasing 
the plant as it would make an increased 
ex pense.

Hohenzollern Reaches New York a 


Day Ahead of Scheduled Time 
New York, Feb. 13.—The imperial 
German yacht Hohenzollern, sent here 
for the use of Prince Henry of Prussia 
during his forthcoming visit, arrived 


yesterday from Kiel. She was not ex- 
pected, for she came by the southern 
circle, and it was calculated that the 
run would take at least one day more 
than it did. It had also been thought 
that she would touch at Bermuda, and 
that place had reported her as two 
days overdue. The weather she en- 
countered was unfavorable for a call 
at Bermuda and at sea Admiral Von 
Baudissin shaped his course for New 
York. 

The yacht hove in sight off Sandy 
Hook a few minutes before noon, and 
an hour later was in quarantine. She 
got the courtesy of the port from federal 
Officials and came on through the nar- 
rows and up into North river without 
delay. Passing craft gave her a noisy 
welcome with thelr whistles and the 
man at her jackstaff was kept busy 
dipping her big naval flag. She stood 
high out of water and looked impressive 
beyond her real size. She was painted 
white all over. save for a great black 
eagle at her figure head, some touches 
of gold astern, and a long streak of red 
that showed below her waterline. She 
has a raum-bow and in general type re- 
seinbles a modern man of war. 

At 4 o'clock she hove her anchors and, 
guided by two tugs, was carefully 
warped into the North German Lloyd 
pier at Hoboken.

MEMORIAL OF FEDERALISTS 


| Declares That Making of a Colony or 
Granting Independence Would Lead 
to Destruction of Law and Order— 
Amnesty Asked For Filipinos 


Washington, Feb. I3.—The memorial 
of the Federal party og the Philipipne isl- 
ands was transmitted to the senate yes- 
terday afternoon by the secretary of 
war, together with a letter of transmit- 
tal by Governor Taft, in whose charge 
the document was given. The memorial 
was adopted by the Federal party in 
November. 

The memorial makes a presentation 
of the deduction of the Federal purty 
that congress should proceed to carry 
into effect its intention of defining the 
future of the Philippines in their rela- 
tions to the United States, and asserts 
that there is no reason for not replac- 
ing the military regime “by a civil rule 
of a popular character in conformity 
with the decisive words of President 
McKinley.” 

The memorial proper is divided into 
two parts. The first of these is a peti- 
tion for annexation and a presentatio 2 
of the form of government desired. In 
this sub-division the Federal party con- 
cludes that from the mass of data col- 
lected it Is the intention of the Filipiaos 
and the Americans “that they should 
never be disunited.” 

The memorial announces as principles 
for this union the formation of “a niore 
perfect union, establishment of justice, 
the insurance of domestie tranquility, 
promotion of the general welfsre and 
the securing of the blessings of liberty.” 

The memorial then proceeds: 

“To make of the Philippinesa colony of 
the United States, or to grant independ- 
ence to the Philippines, would be to 
hand the islands over to disorder and to 
anarchy, to destruction and to chaos. 
In effect the colonial system involves 
the principles of difference of citizen- 
ship, inequality of rights and other con- 
sequent abuses and injustices, of all 
which we Filipinos were surfeited under 
the Spanish government, and for this 
reason we reject everything which 
tends towards a colony. 

Philippine independence, with or witb- 
out a protectorate, means a holding of 
power by all the terrible elennents of 
the sects which predominate, and wonld 
predominate still for some years, until 
the anger of Filipinos toward Filip!nos 
shall have been completely calmed, edu- 
cation become general and the fanat- 
icism we have inherited from Spain ex- 
iled. Federation or annexation would 
Settle all these difficulties by concentrat- 
ing the interest of the Filipino people 
upon education and labor.” 

The memorialists then “pray a declara- 
tion by the eongress of the United 
States to the effect that the Philippine 
islands as they are described in the 
treaty of Paris, and the subsequent con- 
vention with Spain, are an intevral part 
of the United States, the said Philippine 
islands constituting a territory with the 
rights and } rivilezes which the consti- 
tution of the United States grants to the 
other territories.” 

A prelimi.ary form of government 
similar to that-of the territories of the 
United States is outlined as suitable for 
the Philippines. 

The second part of the meniorial s: ts 
forth the aspirations of a social and 
economical character, the principal of 
which the memorial represents to be the 
securing of a remedy of the “ancient 
evil known as the friar.” Cnder this 
designation -he memorial includes all 
the religious orders now existing in the 
islands. The memorial says of the 
latter that “they constitute an element 
which are visibly opposed to the Vili- 
pino people securing the noble ends 
guaranteed by the constitution cf the 
United States.” 

Complete and general amnesty to the 
Philippine people is asked. In the 
pacified portions of the islands, the 
memorial says, there are thousands of 
persecutions brought against the reyo- 
lutionists who have surrendered ty 
American sovereignty for acts of vio- 
lence committed while they were in the 
field and prior to their surrender. 

In this connection the memorial as- 
serts that there are many rerolutionisis 
who have thus submitted who lave 
been deported or who are undergoing 
sentences while their families suffer the 
greatest sorrow and want. This con- 
dition of affairs the memorialists con- 
sider a great obstacle to complete pa- 
ification. 

Other requests made are for a satis- 
factory monetary system and for the 
approval of the acts of he American 
Philippine commission.

~ CUBA NEGLECTED 


Promises Made at Beginning of War 
Have Not Been Fulfilled 

Chicago, Feb. 14.—“Since our occupa- 
tion of Cuba we have not done one 
thing to repair the ravages of war. We 
bave re-established no families in their 
homesteads nor attempted to restock 
barren farms and plantations, We 
lave not taken a single step to extend 
the commerce of the country so as to en- 
able the island to recover from the de- 
vastation of recent war.” 

In these words, in a speech delivered 
last night at the Union League club, 
General James H. Wilson, late governor 
of Matanzas, and recent appointee as 
delegate to King Edward's coronation 
to represent the United States arny, 
charged neglect of Cuba. 

He continued: “We pledged our- 
selves at the beginning of the war 
against the intention of exerting any 
sovereignty over the island and prom- 
ised to withdraw our army as soon as 
peace was restored. In spite of this 
pledge we have absolutely controlled 
the domestic affairs of the people and 
although perfect order has existed for 
two years, our army is stil! in posses 
Sion of the country.” 

The remedy proposed by General Wil- 
son is Immediate reciprocity with 
Cuba. Annexation, he maintained, ts 
sure to come, but to meet the emergency 
he proposed removing the duty on 
Cuban importations and at the same 
time surrounding the island with eur 
own protective tariff on

An Exchange of Civilities 
New York, Feb. 14.—Rear Admiral 


Von Bandissin, commander of the Ger- 
nmin imperial yacht Hohenzollern, ac- 
companied by his chief of staff, Lieu- 
tenant Fritz Rebensburg, and X. 
3uenz, the German consul general at 
this city, made official calls yesterday.

Washington, Feb. 14.—The secretary 
of the navy, in response to a resointion 
of inquiry, yesterday sent to the house 
the correspondence relating to the re 
tirement from coniunission of the V v- 
mont as a receiving ship, it being shown 
that the ship was regarded as too un- 
ganitary for continued use. 


Crazy Snake Causing Alarm 

Guthrie, O. T., Feb. 14.—A_ report 
from Wetumka, in the Creek nation, 
says there is great excitement there rer 
garding the movements of Crasy Suake 
and his band, who are organized in 
squads of 25 and heavily armed. These 
Indians are expected to make trouble 
atany time. 


Suspended Members Must Apologize 

London, Feb. 14.—The house of eom- 
mons, under closure, by a vote of 261 to 
168, last night adopted that one of Mr. 
Balfour's new rules of procedure to 
which there had been the most opposi- 
tion. This rule requires that a sus- 
pended member shall apologize to the 
house.

THE PARTITION OF CHINA 


Is Thus Prevented, and Her Markets 
Left Open to Commerce of the World 


—Russia’s Language In Pledging 


Withdrawal From Manchuria 


Washington, Feb, 14.—Secretary Hay, 
under the direction of President Roose- 
velt, as under the direction of Presi 
dent McKinley, has maintained our 
Strong diplomacy in the Chinese affair, 
and has scored a great gain of support 
fu the very iuportant new treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan, for- 
mally announced to the state depart- 
ment. 

While, of course, the United States 
could not be in any sense a party tothe 
treaty, it is so directly in the line of our 
policy and is of such great value to us 
that it assumed that -t was coneluded 
with our knowledge and approval, and 
Secretary Hay was congratulated upon 
it with this understanding, 

The view taken of it by the adminis- 
tration is also takeu of it by Republican 
senators. It was reflected in this au- 
thorized statement by Senator Lodge, 
who has a double interest in it as wem- 
ber of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions and chairman of the committee 
on the Philippines: 

“The treaty between England and 
Japan from the point of view of the 
United States is most excellent and ad- 
mirable. In that treaty England and 
Japan agree to sustain jointly the policy 
of which the United States has been the 
champion from the beginning of the 
Chinese troubles and during all the 
Pekin negotiations. It is in complete 
accord with our recent attitude in re- 
gard to Mancfiuria and with the posi- 
tion so firmiy and ably maintained by 
Mr. Hay on the Manchurian question. 
Our policy and the policy of the treaty 
between England and Japan is to pre- 
vent the partition of China, preserve 
her autonomy and maintain the open 
door. We had at Pekin the strong sup- 
port of Japan in this arrangement, and 
now the union of Eugland and Japan for 
that purpose strengthens enormous- 
ly our position and will assure the com- 
plete triumph of our policy, which 
sceks to preserve China from partition 
and leave her markets open to our com- 
merce on equal terms with the rest of 
the world.” 

In making her pledge to the United 
States government to withdraw from 
Manchuria, Russia used this language: 

“As soon us lasting order shall have 
been established in Manchuria, and 
when the necessary measures shall 
have been taken to safeguard the rail- 
way, the construction of which has been 
guaranteed bya formal agreement with 
China, in connection with the conces- 
sion granted to the Eastern Railway 
Chinese company, Russia will not fail 
to withdraw her troops from within the 
boundaries of the adjacent empire, pro- 
vided, however, that the action of other 
powers shall not standin the way.” 

The question at issue is whether this 
proviso may be regarded by Russia as 
having been violated by the making of 
the new treaty, thus justifying her in re- 
maining in Mauchuria. The answer to 
that question is expected soon and in 
the shape of a response to Mr. ‘Tower 
at St. Petersburg in connection with his 
protest against the Russo-Chinese bank 
agreement. 


The Feeling at Pekin 

Pekin, Feb. 14.—The Anglo-Japunese 
alliance has created a profound sensa- 
tion here. British and Japanese resi- 
dents of Fekin believe the alliance in- 
sures peace and wiil effectually check 
the dismemberment schemes of the 
other powers. The chief objection 
raised by the diplomats of opposing in- 
terests is found fn the clause of tlie alli- 
ance which contemplates possible in- 
tervention in the event of internal dis- 
turbances in China or Corea. These 
diplomats are telling the Chinese of- 
ficials that the new treaty amounts.to 
an attempt to establish an Angio- 
Japanese protectorate, which threatens 
China’s independence. 


End of “Splendid Isolation 

Yokohama, Feb. 14.—The press here 
gives vent to unmixed pleasure at the 
conclusion of the agreement with Great 
Britain which secures for Japan ad- 
mission to the comity of great nations. 
The press also recognizes that the 
agreement imposes heavy responsibili- 
ties, and that Japan must not fall into 
the error of supposing that peace wil! 
be assured without further effort. Sev- 
eral of the papers comment upon the 
extraordinary fact that the leading 
world power abandons its policy of 
splendid isolation open!y to clasp 
hands with Japan. 


Germany Did Not Participate 

Berlin, Feb. 14.—The foreign office 
officials here deny that Germany was in 
negotiation to participate in the Brit- 
ish-Japanese treaty of alliance. Ger- 
many was aware of the conclusion of 
this treaty immediately after its signa- 
ture, but she has in no way beena 
participant in the negotiations.

Miss Stone was abducted by brigands 


on Sept. 3 last, while travelling inthe

Turkey and Bulgaria. There were 18 
| in her party, but the brigands detained 
| only Miss Stone,and Mme. Tsilka. The 
death of the latter while in the brigands’ 
bands has been frequently reported and 
as often denied. A report of Miss 
Stone's death about a month ago caused 
great anxiety, and was not proved false 
until several days had passed. 

The American Board laid the matter 
of the abduction before President 

toosevelt, who set on foot plans for 

Miss Stone’s release. The diplomatic 
side of the matter was not neglected. 
Direct efforts looking toward Miss 
Stone’s release were entrusted to the 
hands of Consul Genera! Dickinson, at 
Cénstantinople, who as a diplomatic 
agent went to Sofia and conducted ne- 
gotiations from there. 

On Sept. 27 Miss Stone got a letter 
through to Consul Genera! Dickinson, 
saying that the brigands demanded a 
ramsom! of $110,000. 

The American board adhered to its 
determination not to pay a ransom for 
its missionary’s release until the early 
part of October. On Oct. 2 the brigands 
let it be known that they had fixed Oct. 
8 as the last day on which aranso.a 
would be received, and on Oct. 4 the 
American Board issued an appeal “to 
Christian America” for contributions. 
Three days later $52,000 had been con- 
tributed, which was sent to the state de- 
partment and cabled thence to Consul 
Dickinson. Since that time the bandits

Gould begged him not to do so, but he 
went and at once the explosion fol- 
lowed. Mrs. Tomblin and Mrs. Gould. 
being in the kitchen and over the gas 
tanks, were killed, while Mrs. Fenton. 
who was in the sitting room, escaped 
with bruises, but was covered with fall- 
ing debris. A little dog with his leg 
broke an was found under the furnace. 

Dr. E. W. Norwood, medical oxaminer 
of Brancan! viewed the remains at the 
selectmen's room. He found the bodies 
burned almost beyond recognition, but 
they were identified by their 
He considers that they were 
once by the expk 
wards.

Worcester, Mass., Feb. 17.—Miss 
Margaret Leahy, the domestic who was 
badly injured in the acetylene gas ex- 
plosion at Mr. Gould’s home Saturday 
night, died here last night at St. Vin- 
cent’s hospital. Miss Leahy suffered in- 
tense pain from burns on her lower 
limbs and body and was not moved im- 
mediately after the accident for fear of 
death. She was brought to Worcester 
yesterday and lived but a few hours 
after the transfer.

An Odd Use Por the Pin. 

An odd use that the pin was put to 
long ago was that of checking the in- 
temperate habits of the English. St. 
Dunstan conceived the idea of dividing 
the tankards out of which the liquor 
was drunk into eight equal parts, each 
part marked with a silver pin. The 
cups were generous affairs, holding 
two quarts. Consequently the quantity 
from pin to pin was half a pint, and 
the regulation was that the drinker 
“stop at a pin.” 

Roisterers, however, prevented the 
purpose of good §t. Dunstan and estab- 
lished the rule of “good fellowship,” 
by which the drinker was to stop only 
ata pin. If he drank beyond, he had 
to go on to the next mark. As it was 
difficult to stop: exactly at a pin the 
vain efforts always excited much 
mirth, and the trial usually ended with 
the draining of the tankard.

The 
plan of operation of the company is to 
furnish a butcher shop with a complete 
set of meat saws, for which it makes 
no charge, as the saws remain the 
property of the company. After a shop 
has been equipped with a set of saws 
the company sends each week to the 
shop and substitutes for the saws that 
have been doing service for the pre- 
ceding week another set that are fresh- 
ly filed and as sharp as possible. The 


ones taken away are filed and set 
again. 
For the service a fee is charged that

ft Is Good For Consumptives and 
For Thin, Weak People. 

Butter is so common a commodity 
that people use it and scarcely ever 
think what wonderful value lies at 
their hand in the pats of dainty yellow 
cream fat. Of course they know that it 
is useful in many branches of cookery 
and that without its aid the table 
would be bare of its thinly rolled bread 
and butter, its delicate cakelets and its 
other usual accessories. Beyond these 
uses the value of butter is a thing only 
vaguely thought of. 

But this delicate fat is as valuable 
as the dearer cod liver oil for weakly, 
thin people, and doctors have frequent- 
ly recommended the eating of many 
thin slices of bread thickly spread with 
butter as a means of pleasantly taking 
into the bodily tissues one of the pur- 
est forms of fat it is possible to get.

How a Diamond Cats Glass. 

It has been ascertained by a series of 
experiments that a diamond does not 
eut out the glass, file fashion, but 
forces the particles apart, so that a 
continuous crack is formed along the 
Mne of the intended cut. The crack 
once begun, very small force is neces- 
sary to carry it through the glass, and 
thus the piece is easily broken off. The 
superficial crack or cut need not be 
deep. A depth, according to fine meas- 
urements, of a two-hundredth part of 
one inch is quite sufficient to accom- 
plsh the purpose, so that the applica- 
tion of much force in using the dia- 
mond only wears out the gem without 
doing the work any better. 

Numerous stones, such as quartz and 
other minerals, when ground into 
proper form, will cut glass like a dia- 
mond, but are not so valuable for that 
purpose, lacking the requisite hardness 
and soon losing the sharp edge neces- 
sary to make the operation a success.

NEW GUINEA CANNIBALS 


Treacherously Lured French | 


Scientists to Their Death 


TWENTY-FIVE ARE SLAIN 


Survivors Would Have Met a Like 
Fate but For the Arrival of Assis- 
tance—Oue Man Devoured—Corpses 


Subjectea to Horrible Atrocities 


Paris, Feb. 17.—La Patrie publishes 
a letter received from its correspondent, 
M. Rouyer, a survivor of the massacre 
of a French scientific mission by canni- 
bals at Siledaka, New Guinea, Jan. L 
M,. Rouyer relates that the yacht Sal- 
vatti, with the mission on board, had 
anchored off the coast of New Guinea 
and that a number of the explorers 
landed. After an apparently friendly 
reception from the natives, the latter 
treachecrously attacked them during the 
bight, murdering 25 of the party, includ- 
ing Baron Vilars, Count De Saint Romy 
and M. Hagenbock and Vries, and 
wounding 83, including the writer of 
the letter, the chief of the mission and 
another Frenchman named Reimer. 

M. Rouyer writes: “We were all 


| Sleeping peacefully when there was a 
| great uproar and we were attacked by 
| hundreds of natives carrying torches. 


Several of us were felled to the ground 
Others 
were overpowered, carried away and 


| bound to trees. 


“I was among this number. I re- 


| ceived a blow on the head from a club 


and fainted. When I recovered con- 
sciousness at 5 o'clock in the morning 
I found myself tied hand and foot and 
surrounded by savages, who, believing 
me to be dead, were keeping me for 
themselves, 

“I saw the body of Baron Villars near 
me bound to a tree. His body was 
naked his head had been split open, his 
eyes had been gouged out and his 
groin was horribly mutilated. Count 
de Saint Remy had been decapitated 
and his head stuck on the end of a spear 
as a trophy. M. Hagenbock was spit- 
ted on a bamboo and roasted over a fire. 
The savages were about to cut him 
up. 

“I waited my fate. I was afraid to 
move. My head hurt me dreadfully. 
All around me the ground was strewn 
with corpses. Suddenly a great clamor 
arose, followed by a fusillade. Iopened 
my eyes aud saw Dr. Foriter and the re- 
mainder of the mission from the yacht 
firing on the cannibas, I shouted, and 
the rescuers ran to me and cut the 
bonds which bound me to the tree. The 
cannibals fled, leaving 82 dead. . The 
clothes of M. Vries were found, but his 
body was missing. Hehad evidently 
been devoured by the savages during 
the night.” 


Haven’t Had “Official” Notice 

Chicago, Feb. 17.—The Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor yesterday adopted res- 
olutions presented to that body by the 
Chicago Postoffice Clerks’ union urging 
congress to pass legislation for a shorter 
work day for employes of the postal ser- 
vice. This move is said to be the first 
action of the kind since the recent 
sweeping order of President Roosevelt 
in regard to postal employes going to 
congress for legislation. When asked 
if the resolution was not in violation of 
the order it was stated bythe postal 
clerks that no order from the president 
had come to their notice officially. 


Merse Dies In Asylum 

Woonsocket, R. L., Feb. 17.—Osear J. 
Morse of this city died at the Butler hos- 
pital for the insane at Providence yes- 
terday. He was taken to the hospital 
less than a week ago after jumping 
from a third story window and amat- 
tempt to drown himself ina brook. He 
Was a grain merchant and prominent in 


religious circles. He was formerly 
president of the state union and the 
local union of the Christian En- 


deavorers. 


People Living In Dread 

Chilpancingo, Mex., Feb. 17.—Great 
alarm prevails here over the discovery 
of several small openings in the moun- 
tain between this city and Chilapa, 
from which smoke is pouring, it being 
feared that the city is in danger of 
greater peril than recently experienced. 
An earthquake occurred early yester- 
day morning which was severe enough 
to awake the entire city from slumber. 


Evangelist Needham Dead 

Philadelphia, Feb, 17.—-Rey. George 
C. Needham, the noted evangelist, died 
suddenly of neuralgia of the heart yes- 
terday at his home at Narberth, a 
surburb of this city. He returned last 
week from a three weeks’ evangelistic 
campaign through Tennessee. Mr. 
Needham was born in Ireland about 60 
years ago. 


Eight Hundred Miles From Pole 

New York, Feb. 17.—Charles Ef. 
Borehgrevink, the Antarctic explorer, 
arrived here yesterday onthe steamer 
Etruria. He told in an interview of 
how, in 1899, he and a party of scien- 
tists had reached about 800 miles from 
the south pole, the most extreme south- 
ern point that any man has ever 
reached. 


Grecian Cannot Be Saved 

Halifax, Feb. 17.—All hope of sav- 
ing the steamer Grecian has been 
abandoned. The steamer is so firmly 
fixed on the rocks that al! attempts to 
float her have proved futile.

EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY 


Ext nded In Time to Allow a Man to 
Die Outside State Prison 

Somerville, Mass., Feb. 17.—After 
serving seven years of a life sentence in 
the state prison at Charlestown, Pat- 
rick Foley was on Saturday pardoned 
from there by Governor Crane only to 
die a few hours after at the home of 
friends in this city from consump- 
tion 

The crime for which Foley was serv- 
ing his life was the murder of Con- 
stable Foster of Burlington in Septem- 
ber, 1804. Foley, with two companions, 
Sullivan and Nagle, were out in Bur- 
Lington on a foraging expedition when 
the murder occurred. All three were 
sent to state prison for the rest of their 
ratural lives. Frequent efforts have 
been made by friends of Nagle to have 
him pardoned on the ground that he 
was innocent of what the real object of 
the other two were in bringing him to 
Burlington, but so far they have been 
unsuccessful. Abouta yearago Foley’s 
health begay to fail. A petition was 
seut to Governor Crane asking for the 
pardon of Foley, but it was only granted 
when he was assured that the latter's 
recovery was out of the question. It 
was the wish of Foley's friends that he 
die outside the state prison. On Satur- 
day the governor affixed his name to the 
pardon and Foley was only a few 
hours out when he passed away.

But Few Democrats and None of the 
Republicans Had Knowledge of the 
Contemplated Coup of the Minority

Washington, Feb. 18—The uwunex- 
pected happened in the house yesterday 
when the bill to repeal the war revenue 
taxes was passed unanimously without 
a word of debate. This action was the 
yutcome of a challenge thrown down by 
Mr, Richardson (Tenn.), the minority 
leader, after the adoption, by a strict

After some minor business had been 
cleared away Mr. Dalzell, from the com- 
mittee on rules, presented the special 
order agreed upon by that committee, 
Mr. Dalzell explained the effect of the 
rile, This neasure, he said, was pre- 
sented to redeem a pledge made when 
the war revenue tuve were imnosed 
that when the necessity for them ceased 
they would be repealed. 

This Was a measure on which, he took 
it, there was practically unanimity of 
sentiment on both sides of the house, 
It was a simple repeal measure, and it 
Was deemed wise that it should be 
brought to vote without complication 
on the extreme issues, 

At the conclusion of this brief state- 
ment Mr. Dalzell vielded 30 minutes to 
Mr. Underwood, also of the committee 
on rules. The Alabama member pvro- 
tested against the addition of the rule, 
because it prevented individual wem- 
bers from exercising their own judg- 
ment or carrying out the wishes of their 
constituents as to what portion of the 
excessive taxes should be repealed, 

Mr. Ball (Tex.) denounced the rule as 
but another step in the parliamentary 
evolution by which individualism in 
the house was being crushed and a few 
men were enthroned as the autoerats to 
dominate its will, 

Mr. Babcock (Wis.) said he did not 
believe in complicating the repeal bill 
with other tariff matters, but at the 
first opportunity he would press his 
measure to amend the steel schedule. 

Mr. Dalzell, closing the debate, said 
that in 1894 the Democrats of the house, 
then in majority, under a rule swal 
lowed 694 amendments to the Wilsou 
tariff bill after two hours’ debate. 
Upon his demand the previous question 
was ordered. 

Mr. Richardson offered a motion to re 
commit the rule. The speaker sus- 
tained a point of order against the mo- 
tion. Mr. Richardson appealed froin 
the decision and upon a rollcall the chair 
was sustained—165 to 128. 

The rule was adopted—158 to 120. 
Thereupon Mr. Richardson, the mi- 
nority leader, arose. “I rise to makea 
request for unanimous consent,” said 
he. “In view of the fact that we are 
not permitted to amend the pending 
bill and in view of the fact that the two 
days’ debate is absolutely fruitless un- 
der this rule, I ask unanimous consent 
that the bill be put upon its passage 
now.” 

Members looked at each other in 
amazement. Only afew of the Demo- 
erats had knowledge of the con- 
templated coup and none of the Re- 
publicans had any wind of it. The 
speaker put the request and raised his 
gavel. 

“Is there objection?” heasked. He 
waited a moment. Not a sound was 
heard. “The chair hears none,” said 
the speaker, as he brought his gavel 
down. Thenspontaneously from both 
sides applause rang out. All.debate 
was wiped out and by the direction of 
the speaker the clerk read the bill. 

The verbal amendments were agreed 
to in grosse. Mr. Payne, the majority 
leader, demanded the yeas and nays up- 
on the final passage ofthe bill. The biil 
was passed unanimously, 287 members 
yoting “aye.” The announcement of 
the result was applauded on both sides 
of the house.

Legislation Favoring Separate Officers 
For National and State Institutions 
Boston, Feb. 19.—One of the most 
important measures before the legisia- 
ture for many dissolving 


years, a bill 


the relation between savings and na- 
tional banks or trust companies, was 


passed by the house yesterday, without 
division and with less than two hours’ 
debate. The bill isinconformity with 
the recommendations of Governor 
Crane in his inaugural address, and if 
passed by the senate will compel say- 
ings and national banks to occupy sep- 
arate buildings and be managed by sep- 
arate officials after Jan. 1, 1904. ‘There 
are eight different classes of cases af- 
fected by this legislation, affecting 
about 120 institutions. 

During the debate numerous amend- 
ments were offered, a number seeking 
to practically annul the important 
features of the bill. ‘The opposition 
was led by Mr. Hayes of Lowell, whoat 
a recent Republican caucus came out 
strong against a number of the goy- 
ernor’s recommendations. Mr Roads 
of Marblehead, a Democrat, made a 
telling speech in favor of the bill. 

The opponents of the bill were unable 
to obtaina rollealleitheron the amend- 
ments or the bill itself.

They only 
knew of his official position as a mem- 
ber of the American house of repre- 
sentatives. On that account, he said, 
the stigma of the speech attached to all 
of the members here. 

At this point Mr. Robinson (Dem. 
Ind.) declared that the Democratic party 
should not be held responsible for his 
statements. 

“I have made no such charge,” 
served Mr, Gillett, “but if gentlemen 
on the other side do not agree with Mr 
Wheeler they should say so.” 

This brought Mr. Thayer (Dei, Muss.) 
te his feet with another statement that 
Mr. Wheeler spoke only for himself. It 
was unjust and unfair, he declared. to 
charge the Democracy with being in 
sympathy with his utterances. 

Then Mr. Taibert (Dem. S. C.) jumped 
up. “I want to say,” he cried, “that I 
desire to take my share of the re- 
sponsibility for that speech. I endorse 
every word he said and am sorry he did 
not go farther. I think those who be- 
lieve as he does should say so and not be 
infernal cowards about it.” 

In continuing Mr. Gillett said the good 
will of every nation was valuable te the 
United States and it was exceedingly un- 


wise to fling a taunt In the face of a 
great people. Personally, he said, he 


himself was not in sympatby with the 
worship of royalty. But he believed 
that the visit of Prince Henry was a 
proper occasion fora suitable demon- 
stration of good will. Our relations 
with Germany had been almost strained 
recently and here was an opportunity to 
display our friendship. Just at this 
time, he believed, it was proper to send 
embassies to England and to Spain to 
attend their respective coronations, al- 
though he was notin full sympathy, yen- 
erally speaking, with such displays. 


Mr. Wheeler answered Mr. Gillett. 
His disclaimed any idea that he spoke 
for any one last Friday except him- 
self, though he believed that many peo- 
ple believed as he did. He said he had 
had innumerable letters and telegrams 
from different parts of the country con- 
taining ynstinted praise of his speech, 

For himself, he said, be preferred to 
tell the truth, ne matter how unpalat- 
able it might be. Adverting to the state- 
ments made by Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. 
Gillett last Friday about the visit of the | 
Prince of Wales during Buchanan's ad- 
ministration, Mr. Wheeler declared that 
those statemeuts were absolutely in- 
cowrect. He said President Buchanan 
received the prince asa _ private in- 
dividual and bore the expense out of his 
own pocket. He said that he had neyer 
obiected to recelying a distinguished

not a word to retract. I sincerely be- 
lieve we are_drifting toa position hos- 
tile to Republicanism. I do not be- 
lieve to occupy a great position In the 
world it is necessary for us to sacrifice 
out traditional principles. Iam the son 
of a foreigner and my love of the re- 
public was bornand bredinme. Ihave 
been charged in the press with being an 
‘ignorant agriculturist.’ I am proud of 
being the son of a farmer and the son of 
a foreigner, but | am ashamed of the 
boot-licking that characterizes the offi- 
cial class in the republic today.” 

Mr. Wheeler then read a pumber of let- 
ters and telegrams anda cablegram 
from London commending hisutterance, 
He said that he had heard that his 
speech of last Friday was to be cir- 
culated asa Republican campaign docu- 
ment. He declared that {f the Repubii- 
cans thought they conld make can- 
paign capital out of it he would ceir- 
culate it in their districts at his own ex- 
pense together with a copy of the speech 
of Mr. Grosvenor and he would debate 
the question on the hustings with any 
Republican who desired, ‘ 

In conclusion be sald that he had 
meant no disrespect to Prince Henry or 
to the German people, nor did he see 
how what he said could be tortured tate 
such an interpretation. 

The incident closed with a few 
marks from Mr. Boreing (Ky.), who, oa 
behalf of the people of his state, dis- 
avowed any sympathy with Mr. Wheel- 
er's position

COLORADO’S FIRST GOLD. 


flow the Discovery of the Precious 
Metal Was Made. 

On May 8, 1859, as stated in Fossett's 
“Colorado” (1876), 
prospector, climbed the bill into what 
is still known as Gregor) gulch (mid- 
way between the present Central City 
and Black Hawk), scraped away the 
grass and leaves, filled his pan with 
dirt and took it down to the stream.

APPEAL NOT SUSTAINED 


President Finds That Schley 
Erred at Santiago 


“LOOP” A GRAVE MISTAKE 


Was a Captain’s Fight, With Nothing 
Done to Warrant Any Unusual Re- 
ward For Either Sampson or Schley 
—Hope That Agitation Will Cease 


Washington, Teb. 
Roosevelt yesterday 


20.—President 
filed Lis memo- 
randa on the appeal of Admiral! Schley 
from the finding of the court of inquiry. 
An abstract follows: 

I have received the appeal of Adimiral 
Schley and the answer thereto from the 
havy department. Ihave examined 
both, as well as the preceding appeal to 
the secretary of the navy. I have read 
all the testimony and statement of the 
counsel; have examined all the official 
reports of every kind in reference to the 
Santiago naval campaign, copies of the 
logbooks and signal books and the testi- 
mony before the court of claims, and 
have had before me the four surviving 
captains of the five ships, aside from 
those of the two admirals, which were 
actively engaged at Santiago, 

It appears that the court of inquiry 
was unanimous in its findings, No ap- 
peal is made to me from the verdict of 
the court. I am satisfied that on the 
whole the court did substantial! justice. 
It should have specifically condemned 
the failure to enforce an efficient night 
blockade at Santiago while Admiral 
Schley wasincommand. On the other 


hand, I feel that there is a reasonable 
doubt whether he did not move his 
squadron with sufficient expedition 


from port to port. 

The court is a unit in condemning Ad- 
miral Schiey’s action on the point where 
it seems to me he most gravely erred; 
his “retrograde movement” when he 
abandoned the blockade and his dis- 
obedionce of ordors ond misstatements 
of facts thereto. 

It should be remembered, however, 
that the majority of these actions which 
the court censures occurred five weeks 
or more before the fight itself; and it 
certainly seems thatif Admiral Schley's 
actions were censurable he should not 
have been left assecondin command 
under Admiral Sampson. 

We can therefore dismiss the con- 
sideration of so much of the appeal as 
refers to anything except the battle. As 
regards this, the point raised in the ap- 
peal is between Admiral Sampson and 
Admiral Schley, as to which was in 
command, and as to which was entitled 
to credit, if elther of them was really 
entitled toany unusual and pre-eminent 
credit for any special exhibition of 
genius, skill and courage. It is the 
point upon which Admiral Schley in his 
appeal lays most stress, and which he es- 
pecially asks me to consider. I have, 
therefore, carefully investigated the 
matter also, and have informed myself 
upon it from the best sources of in- 
formation at my command. 

The appeal of Admiral Schley to meis 
in effect an appeal from the action of 
President McKinley three years aco, 
when he sent in the recommendations 
for promotion for the various officers 
connected with the Santiago squadron, 
basing these recommendations upon the 
estimate of credit to which the officers 
were respec vely entitled to. 

From the statements of the captains 
engaged, from the official reports and 
from testimony before the court of in- 
quiry, the fight can be plotted with ab- 
solute certainty in its important out- 
line, though there is conflict as to minor 
points. Admiral Sampson's ship, the 
New York, was seen at the outset of the 
fight from all of the other ships except 
the Brooklyn. Four of these five ship 
captains have testified that they re- 
garded him as present and in éommand. 

In short, the question as to which of 
the two men, Admiral Sampson or Ad- 
miral Schley, was in command, is of 
merely nominal character. Technically, 
Sampson commanded the fleet, and 
Schley, as usual, the western division. 
The important fact is that after the 
battle was joined not a helm was 
shifted, not a gun was fired, nota pound 
of steam was put on in the engine room 
aboard any ship actively engaged, in 
obedience to the order of either Samp- 
son or Schley, save ontheir own two 
vessels. It was a captain's fight so far 
as the fight was concerned; neither one 
or the other in fact exercised any com- 
mand. Sampson was hardly more than 
technically in the fight. Hfs real claim 
for credit rests upon his work as com- 
mander-in-chief: upon the excellence of 
the blockade; upon the preparedness of 
the squadron; upon the arrangement of 
the ships; and the standing orders in 
aceordance with which they instantly 
moved to the attack of the Spaniards 
when the latter appeared. For al! 
these things the credit is his. 

Admiral Schley is rightly entitled—as 
is Captain Cook—to the credit of what 
the Brooklyn didinthe fight. Onthe 
whole she did well; but Iagree with the 
unanimous finding of the courtof in- 


quiry as to the “loop.” It seriously 
marred the Brooklyn's otherwise ex- 
cellent record, being in fact the one 
grave mistake made by any American 
ship that day. 

Under such circumstances it seems to 
me that the recommendations of Presi- 
dent McKinley were eminently proper, 
and that so faras Admirals Sampson 
and Schley were concerned it would 
have been unjust for him to have made 
otherrecommendations. Personally. I 
feel that it would have been well to have 
given Captain Clark of the Oregon the 
same advancement that was given 
Wainwright, but waiving this, it is evi- 
dent that Wainwright was entitled to 
receive more than any of the other com- 
manders; and that it was just to Ad- 
miral Sampson that he should receive 
a greater advance in numbers than Ad- 
miral Schley—there was nothing done 
in the battle that warranted any un 
usual reward for either. 

Both Admiral Sampson and Admiral 
Schley are now on the retired list. In 
concluding their report, the members of 
the court of inquiry unite in recommend. 
ing that no further action be had in the 
matter. With this recommendation I 
most heartily concur. There is no ex- 
cuse whatever from either side for any 
further agitation of this unhappy con- 
troversy. ‘To keep italive would merely 
do damage to the navy and to the 
country.

Then he passed down tothe days of 
Martin Van Buren and told of the visit 
of his son John to the court of St. James, 
which earned for him the sobriquet of 
“Prince John,” by which he was known 
afterward. Mr. Boutell said he felt 
sure that when the daughter of the 
president returned from the coronation 
of Edward VII she would not be known 
as “Princess Alice.” Mr. Boutell di- 
lated upon the coronation of the Czar of 
Russia in 1896 and of the 
there of the Democratic American ain- 
bassador, Mr. Breckenridge, in full 
court costume, knee breeches and all. 
Mr. Boutell here referred to the fact 
that Mr. Breckenridge was a native of 
Lexington, Ky. This was greeted with 
laughter.

They 
were larger and were supposed to be 
ewifter than the terpedo boat, and were 
more heavily armed being practically 
a development of the torpedo craft into 
a larger and more powerful vessel. 
Naturally, if these boats are four knots 
slower than they were designed, they 
will not prove as valuable as was ex- 
pected, and, if they can make only 
twenty-six knots, they will not be as 
fast as some of the torpedo boats of 
our fleet. 

**Without commenting on the wis- 
dom of accepting these torpdedo de- 
stroyers on a scale below the original 
standard, there would seem to be some 
question of their value to our navy. We 
commented some time ago on a ship 
which was being built for the Russian 
navy, and which, if we are not mis- 
taken has since that time had her 
speed trial making the twenty-five 
knots which she was designed to show. 
This vessel is considered the most 
remarkable one in the Russian navy 
and European naval writers have spoken 
of her as the ‘torpedo destroyer 
destroyer.’’ She is a 3,000-ton vessel, 
carrying seven 4.7-inch guns and pro- 
vided with a protected deck, so that 
she may fairly be classed as a cruiser, 
**A vessel of such size would be able 

maintain her speed under much 
worse conditions of weather than could 
our torpedo boat destroyers, and it 
would not be surprising, if it came to 
actual warfare that such a ship as the 
Novik, or her sister, the Boyarin, 
would give more efficient service than 
a half a dozen twenty-six-knot torpedo 
boat destroyers such as have been built 
for the United States navy.

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LABOR CONTROVERSIES 


flow National Civic Federation Pro 
poses to Use Good Offices 

New York, Feb. 20.—The first meet- 
ing of the executive committee of 36, 
appointed through the National Civic 
Federation to arbitrate labor troubles, 
was held here yesterday, with Senator 
Hanna in the chair. The object of the 
gathering was to recelvea report on the 
working plan and means by which 
strikes, lockouts and other forms of dis- 
putes between capitalists and the labor- 
ing class may be settled. 

This plan was presented by a sub- 
committee in the form of a set of by- 
laws, which provide that the chairman 
of the executive committee of the fed- 
eration shal] appoint a committee on 
conciliation to consist of nine members, 
three of whom shall be selected from 
each group of the executive committee, 
representing capital, labor and the gen- 
eral public, whose duty it shall be, up- 
on information of threatened strike or 
lockout of more than local magnitude, 
to use its good oflices in restoring har- 
monious relations, reporting its action 


tothe executive committee. Should 
the efforts of the conciliation committee 
prove ineffective, and should boti 


parties to the dispute desire the service 
of the executive committee, itis di- 
rected that they may be invited to se- 
lect two employers and two wage earn- 
ers from the executive committee to 
serve as an arbitration board. Should 
the four find it necessary to appoint an 
umpire to finally decide the dispute 
they may select a fifth member from the 
division representing the public. 

Should a controversy seem of such 
magnitude as to justify such action, the 
officers of the executive committee shall 
be authorized to call a meeting of the 
entire executive committee to consider 
the situation, and take such action as 
may, in its judgment, be required. ‘The 
executive may appoint 
auxiliary committees to deal with local 
disturbances, the rules governing the 
same to be in harmony with the general 
purpose of the industrial department.

Government Is Facing a Most 
Grave Crisis 


RIOTING AT BARCELONAI 


Where Five Hundred Persons Are Re- 
ported to Have Been Killed -—Serious 
Disorders In Several of the Large 
Cities—Strike Movement Spreading 


London, Feb. 21.—A message to the 
Exchange Telegraph company from 
Barcelona, via Porplgan, France, says 
a fierce battle has been fought between 
the troops and the rioters in the suburb 
of Barcelona known as Sano. Before 
the engagement the cavalry and in- 
fantry had been posted In the most dan- 
gerous points and a field battery bad 
been located on the plaza from which 
Vantage point the guns could sweep the 
surrounding streets. 

When the final clash with the troops 
occurred, continues the dispatch, the 
artillery was brought Into action and 
raked street after street. The rioters 
engaged the batteries at close range, 
but were finally driven off. It ts re- 
ported that 500 persons were killed and 
wounded on both sides, The entire 
neighborhood was wrecked by the 
shells, ‘The ruins caught fire and this 
completed the destruction,

Relative to the municipal water plant 
of Quincy, the attention of the Ledger 
has been called to the fact that the 
city gets considerable water free, for 
which it would be expected to pay a 
company; that the city is not charged 
for uydrants, for street wateriog, and 
for about 197 services to various city 
departments, 

The department sbould certainly have 
credit for so much free service. There 
are about 600 hydrants which at the old 
price of $35 each would bring the de- 
partment a revenue of $21,000. But 
the fact remains that 
are taxed each year 
part for water.

Lhe city is permitted to raise money 
outside the limit for debt but could not 
raise $21,000 for bydrants because that 
would be a current expense and would 
have to come within the limit. As

A Peculiar Case.

There are no records t. prove that 
the Dean boy died, or who the parents 
of the Babbitt boy were.

Their claim 
is that the infant Otis Chase Dean 
was taken away from this city shortly 
after his birth and has never since 
been heard from.

Worn In the Celestial Empire. 


In China the retainers and guards 


Wear special hats to indle: ite their of- 
fice. The ensigns weur a wire struc- 
ture reseinbling a sugar loaf and a rat- 
trap. It is a foot high and of no earth- 
ly protection against sun or rain. The 
chair coolies use a hat something like 
their employers’, but flatter, cheaper 
and without bution or feather. The 
boatmen have a storm hat made of rat- 
tin and bamboo, which is never less 
than a yard in diameier. 

A servapt who is scribe and yalet 
combined is marked by something that 
looks like a two storied or three sto- 
ried cook’s cap of four sides. The pre- 
vailing color of the structure is ver- 
milion. A mourner wears a turban 
made by fastening a long cloth of 
grayish yellow hue around the head 
and allowing the ends to fall down 
behind to the small of the back. An- 
other style covers thewhead, temple, 
ears and buck of the neck and is a car- 
ieature upon the steel morions of the 
middle ages, descendant of those tall 


hats upon the heads of the captives 
that are drawn upon the papyri and 
tombs of the pharaohs. Still another 
funny shape is one which looks as if it 
were the remnant of a felt hat from 
which the brim had been irregularly 
torn.

Most Serious Stage Passed 
Woonsocket, R. [., Feb. 21.—The small- 
pox epidemic is now considered by the 
board of health to have passed its most 
serious stage. In 115 cases there have 
been two deatlis, and at the present time 
84 persons are under quarantine.

COMMISSION IS SCORED) ‘ 


For Its Enactment of Philippine 
Sedition Laws 


TRUE SITUATION UNKNOWN 


In the Opinion of Senator Patterson, 
Who Places Little Reliance on State- 
ments of Governor Taft—Question of 
Sectarianism Brought Forw ard 


Washington, Feb. 21.--With the ex- 
ception of a few minutes given to rou- 
tine business, the senate yesterday de- 
yoted Its entire session to the Philip- 
pine question. Mr. Patterson, one of 
the minority members of the Vhilippine 


committee, delivered his first extended 
speech in the senate and was given a 
most attentive and careful hearing. 

He discussed principally the sedition 
laws enacted by the Philippine commis- 
sion, vigorouslyittacking the authority 
of the commission to enact and enforce 
such laws. He maintained that con- 
gress alone had the power to put in force 
enactments of that character. 

He declared that the Philippine com- 
mission had outraged every United 
States statute it had attempted to fol- 
low and bad made its own enactments 
tyrannical because there had been evi- 
dently a deliberate purpose to make of- 
fenses Where none bad been defined by 
the United States statutes. He de- 
nounced the “devilish malagnity” the 
Philippine commission displayed when 
it attempted to copy the United States 
statutes and incorporated other and ex- 
traneous matters. 

Mr. Patterson declared that only four 
of the 15 acts of the Philippine commis- 
sion relating to couspiracy against the 
United States had any resemblance to 
the statutes of the United States. The 
remainder, he held, were taken bodily 
from the statutes of Spain as enacted 
by the Spanish cortes. He declared, 
after analysing the enactments, that no 
greater outrage could be inflicted upona 
people than tee enforcement of the se- 
dition laws enacted by the Philippine 
commisslon, Acts more “tyrannical, 
more unconstitutional, and more inimi- 
cal to the interests of the people, he as- 
serted, never were enacted, and they 
ought to be repealed immediately by 
act of congress. 

He compared information furnished 
by the executive departments of the goy- 
ernment with some of the statements of 
Governor Taft in his testimony before 
the Philippine commission with respect 
to the capabilities of the Philippine peo- 
ple, and declared, with some heat, his 
belief that Governor Taft misrepre- 
sented the true situation in the islands 
for motives unknown. 

He asserted that if the six million of 
Christians in the Philippines were 
Protestant Christians the cruelties 
practiced on them by the American au- 
thorities would have to stop, and no 
member of congress would be able to 
withstand the wrath of the Methodists, 
Baptists and Presbyterians of this coun- 
try. 

Mr. Nelson presented a legal and con- 
stitutional argument fn support o° this 
government's action in the Philippines 
archipelago and sharply criticised Mr. 
Patterson for injecting into the con- 
troversy the question of sectarianism. 

Mr, McCumber urged that congress 
should not bind the future now by a 
eclaration of a definite policy regard- 
ing the Philippines, and it was desirable 
that all possible information should be 
in hand before a permanent policy was 
determined upon. 


The house spent the day working on 
the Indian appropriation bill. Several 
amendments were adopted, but none of 
much importance. An amendment to 
strike out the appropriation for the 
Carlisle school became the text for a 
general onslaught on the practice of edu- 
cating Indians in casternschools. The 
amendment was defeated. Just before 
the close of thre session, Mr. Fitzgerald 
(N. Y.) made an attack on the superin- 
tendent of the school at Mount Pleas- 
ant, Mich., who, he said, was charged 
with permitting the debauching of In- 
dian girls. Mr. Sherman, chairman of 
the Indian committee, promised to make 
an investigation at the Indian office. 


Blue and Gray | Inter ested 

Washington, Feb. 21.—Members of 
the Fredericksburg, Va., National Park 
association called at the White House 
yesterday and saw the president on the 
subject of making the ground in and 
around Fredericksburg a great national 
park. The president said that he was 
in hearty accordance with the project. 
The association is composed of ex-Union 
and ex- -Confede ‘rate officers, 


A Record-Breaking Run 

Lancaster, Pa., Feb. 21.—An express 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad made 
a record-breaking run on the trip from 
Harrisburg to Philadelphia last night, 
making the run of 105 miles in 105 min- 
utes, including a stop here of three min- 
utes, or an actual running time of 102 
minutes. The train consisted of five 
Pullman coaches. 


Colombians In a Conflict 

Panama, Feb. 21.—It is positively 
known here that the government and 
the revolutionary forces are fighting. 
Varied and numerous reports have 
reached here of this engagement, but 
they all lack confirmation. The forces 
are between 30 and 40 miles southwest 
of Panama. 


Stricken With Paralysis 

Washington, Feb. 21.—Justice Gray 
of the supreme court has suffered un at- 
tack of parzlysis, but it is stated that 
there is every reason to expect his re- 
covery. His mind is clear, but he has 
lost the muscular control of a part of his 
body.

Be Marked by by Retirement of | Regarding Cuban an Reciprocity Put 


Secretary Long From Office 

Washingtoa, Feb. 21.-Now that the 
Schley matter has been settled officially 
it is understood that Secretary Long 
feels he Is at liberty to carry out the 
project cherished by him in the last year 
of President MclKinley’s aduinistra- 
tion to retire to private life. However, 
this is not expected to ensue at once, for 
there is no certain kuowledge of what 
may follow in congress, notwithstand- 
ing a strong belief by the administra- 
tion that the Schley case is settled be- 
yond revival. 

Secretry Long has received the fol- 
lowing personal note from the White 
House, dated Feb. 19 and signed by Sec- 
retary Cortelyou, announcing t).e pres!i- 
dent's action in the case of Admiral 
Schley: 

“The president requests me to state 
that, after a full and most careft! con- 
sideration of the appeal of Ad.uwiral 
Schley and of the answer submitted 
thereto by the navy department through 
you, he has made the enclosed memo- 
randum on the case, which he directs 
shal! be filed the rewith, and the case 
treated as closed.’ 


Burghers c apture Crack Soldiers 

London, Feb. 21.—A detachinent of 
the Scots Greys (Second Dragoons) one 
of Great Britain’s crack dragoon regi- 
ments, has been cut up by the Boers at 
Klipdam. Major Beilden and Captain 
Ussher were severcly wounded, two 
men were killed, six were wounded and 
40 were captured. The news was re- 
ceived from Lord Kitchener in a dis- 
patch dated Feb. 19. The Boers re- 
leased the Scots Greys who had been 
made prisoners. 


Vandalism of Freshies 


Princeton, N. J., Feb, 21.—In censur- 
ing the Princeton freshmen who on 
Tuesday night painted their class 


numerals on the battle monument at 
Trenton President Patton said yester- 
day: “I wish to express my unmiti- 
gated contempt and horror at the action 
of those freshmen who have brought 
this disgrace upon the university. The 
university could well get along without 
the students who have brought upon it 
such dishonor.” 


Reed as Guber natorial Candidate 

New York, Feb. 21.—The Sun, as the 
mouthpiece of Senator Platt, who 
would not be displeased if Governor 
Odell failed of renomination next 
autumn, notes “a vague idea in certain 
Republican circles” that Mr. Reed, the 
former spenker of the house, but now 
a resident of New York, “might makea 
good candidate to be nominated for 
governor by the Republicans at the 
state convention next September.” 


Fireman Ground to Fragments 

Binghamton, N. Y., Feb, 21.—A work 
crew with a heavy snowplow and two 
engines was attempting to clear the 
railroad track near Preble yesterday 
when the head engine left the track and 
went ahead for some distance. Fireman 
Nagle was on the tender and was caught 
between it and the engine. His body 
was literally ground to fragments. 
Four men inside the snowplow were 
more or iess hurt. 


Five Thousand Earthquake Victims 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—The seismic 
disturbances at Shamaka have recom- 
menced and a fresh voleano began vig- 
orously to erupt last Wednesday. The 
number killed in the Shamaka district is 
now estimated at 5000,

Havana, Feb. 21.—The fiscal began 
summing up for the prosecution yester- 
day in the case of the Cuban postal 
frauds. He withdrew the charges 
again Estes G. Rathbone of issuing du- 
plicate warrants and charged the issu- 
ing of these warrants to Reeves and 
Neely. He maintained the charges of 
conspiracy and extravagance against 
Rathbone. He declared that there was 
no doubt that $122,000 had been stolen. 
He said that Rathbone must have 
known of these irregularities or steal- 
ings and showed that intimacy existed 
between Neely, I Reeves and Rathbone. 


Taft Pleads For Barracks 

Washington, Feb. 21.—Governor Taft 
continued to discuss the climatic condl- 
tions in the Philippines yesterday be- 
fore the senate Philippine commission. 
Neverting to what he had said concern- 
{ug the health of the American troops 
in the Philippines, Governor Taft said 
that much of the sickness which does 
exist is due to exposure, and he in- 
cidentally made an appeal for liberal 
appropriations for the construction of 
barracks and for the protection of offi- 
cers and men. 


Charges Union With Conspiracy 

Cincinnati, Feb. 21.—Vice President 
Rolandelli of the International Brother- 
hood of Stationary Firemen has sent 
his resignation to the national head- 
quarters.

FORMALLY WELCOMED 


Prince Henry the Guest of 


President Roosevelt 


DINNER AT WHITE HOUSE 


In Honor of the Royal Visitor—Pres- 
ident Proposes Toast to Germans 
and Prince Reciprocates—Interested 


In Doings of House and Senate 
Washington. Feb. 24—The dinner 
given to Prince Henry by President 
Roosevelt at the White House last night 
ended the honors bestowed on the royal 


visitor by official Washington. The af- 
fair wason an elaborate scale and 


brought together a most distinguished 
company. 

To accommodate the large number of 
guests the dinner table was set in the 
east room, the decorations of which 
Were on the most magnificent scale 
ever attempted in Washington. An ef- 
fective and new feature of the decora- 
tions was the eleciric light iliumina- 
tion. Several thousand little electric 
lights of all colors and arranged in fan- 
ciful designs supplemented illumina- 
tion from the great chandeliers. The 
general effect of the decorations in the 
dining room was pik and white. This 
was especially characteristic of the im- 
mense table, which was formed in the 
shape of a crescent, with the concave 
side towards the east, where I’resident 
Roosevelt had his seat. Musie was 
furnished by the Marine band, which 
played a number of German and .‘mer- 
ican patriotic airs. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock Prince Henry 
arrived with Admiral Evans. The 
prince repaired to the red room of the 
White House, where - the guests as- 
sembled: The dinner was set for S$ 
o’clock and when that hour arrived the 
guests passed through the blue room, 
where the presentations were nade,

During the dinner the president pro- 
posed the health of the German em- 
peror and the German people, saying: 
“We admire their great past and great 
present and’ we wish them all possible 
success in the future. May the bonds 
of friendship between the two peoples 
ever grow stronger.” 

Following the toast of the president 
to the German emperor, Prince Henry, 
addressing himself to the..president, 
proposed a toast to him and the people 
of the United States, accompanying it 
with an expression of good will anda 
hope for the continuation of friendly re- 
lations between the German and Amer- 
ican nations. 

The president then proposed the 
health of Prince Henry in these words: 
“In the name of the American people I 
greet you and extend you our warmest 
welcome and the assurance of our 
héartiest good will.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Roosevelt 
were not present at any portion of the 
evening's festivities, the company be- 
ing limited entirely to gentlemen. 

‘After the dinner the guests repaired to 
the parlors, where they engaged in 
social conversation. The prince chatted 
freely with the company, many of 
whom he had met during the day. At 
10:40 o'clock the party dispersed, the 
prince leaving directly for the railroad 
station, where his special train awaited 
him. A troop of cavalry anda squad- 
ron of policemen acted as escort to the 
station and saw him safely aboard the 
train, which left at midnight for New 
York. 

The visit of Prince Henry and his 
suite to the capital yesterday after- 
noon must have been not only a grat- 
ifying experience to the royal visitor, 
on account of the warm and flattering 
reception he received at both the house 
and the senate, and the opportunity it 
afforded him of meeting the leaders of 
both houses personally, but it must 
have been an extremely interesting ex- 
perience @ well. | 

The prince not only saw the houses 
of the American parliament at work, 
but in the senate he witnessed one of 
those intensely dramatic moments 
which come in that body occasionally, 
at the conclusion of a great debate. 

The prince and his party arrived at 
the eastern entrance of the Capitol at 
4 o'clock. They were met at the doors 
leading into the rotunda by a comunit- 
tee from the house having the arrange- 
ments for the prince’s reception in 
charge. Brief cordial greetings hav- 
ing been extended, the prince and his 
party were guided through solid walls 
of people packed in the rotunda and 
statuary hall to the room, of Speaker 
Henderson. Here the speaker greeted 
the prince with a warm handshake as 
Mr. Hitt presented “His Royal High- 
ness.”

THE BIG SCHOONER. 


Other Big Ones Are Small Com- 
pared With Quincy One. 


It is by comparison that we may 
comprehend the size of the seven 
masted schvoner being built at the 
Fore River shipyard at Quincy. The 
following facts gathered by Mr. John 
S. Rand of Portsmouth, N. H., are 
from the Journal, and sbow some in- 
teresting points inthe Atlantic coast- 
ing trade: 

There are just 377 schooners of over 
500 tons gross register owned on the 
Atlantic coast. 

The largest two masted schooner is 
the Oliver Ames, 465 tons gross. 

The smallest four-masted schooner is 
the Massachusetts, 501 tons gross, 

The largest four-masted, schooner 
afloat is the Frank A. Palmer 2,014 tons 
gross. 

The largest three*masted schooner 
on the ocean is the Bradford C. French 
968 tons gross. 

The smallest five-masted schooner on 
the high seas is the Governor Ames, 
1,778 tous gross. 

The largest five masted schooner in 
the world is the Prescott Valmer of 
Boston, which registers 2,511 tons. 

The largest schooner in the world at 
the present time is the Eleanor A. Percy 
of Bath, Me. She registers 3,410 tons 
gross and has The only 
other six-master atloat George 
W. Wells of Boston; she registers 29,- 
70 tons gross. 

The new 
building for John C, Crowley will be 
the first steel schooner ever built in 
this country and the first seven-maste1 
ever built. in the She will 
carry a cargo of spread 
45,000 square feet of sail, and be 
handled by a crew of only 16 men, 
owing to many for 
labor.

Washington, Feb. 25.—After eigit 
hours of tumultous debate yesterday, 
shortly before 7 o'clock last evening, 
the senate passed the Philippine tariff 
bill by a vote of 46 to 26, a strictly party

who on Saturday were declared by the 
senate to be in contempt because of 
their fight in the chamber, were not 
permitted by voice or by vote to partici- 
pute in the proceedings.

malicious falsehood. He was promptly 
called to order and resumed his seat 
amid considerable excitement. 

Many amendments were offered to the 
Philippine bill, but except those  of- 
fered by committee, only one, an 
amendinent restricting the operation of 
the sedition laws enacted by the Taft 
commission, was passed. The amend- 
hient of Mr. Foraker, fixing the rate 
of duties levied upon products coming 
into the United States from the Philip- 
fines at 50 percent of the Dingley rates, 
instead of 7 percent, as fixed in the bill, 
was lost, but it received a large Repub-

As passed the measure provides that 
articles imported into the Philip- 
pines from the United States shall be 
required to pay the duties levied against 
thei by the Philippine commission and 
paid upon like articles imported -into 
the archipelago from foreign countries;

a duty of 75 percent of the rates fixed 
by the Dingley law, less any export 
taxes paid upon the articles sent from 
the Philippine archipelago as required 
by the Philippine commission.

By the creation of the Northern Se- 
curities company it was intended to 
poo! the interests and merge the man- 
agement of the Northern Tacific, 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and 
the Great Northern systems, the latter 
itself a consolidation of many lives. 
This combination of parallel and hithec- 
to competing lines aroused much ap- 
position in the country which they 
serve, and the ingenious legal method 
of neutralizing hostile state law by 
creating the stock-holding corporation 
under the laws of another state added 
to the interest. Thestate of Minnesota 
led in the fight against the merger aud 
Governor Van Sant called upon gov- 
ernors of all other states traversed by 
these railroads and having laws which, 
like those of Minnesota, forbid the con- 
solidation of parallel and compet 
railroads, to join the fight. This re- 
sulted in a meeting at which it was de- 
termined that the state of Minnesota 
should press the fight against the mer- 
ger in the supreme court.

The ball, which is con- 
structed of celluloid, is slightly smaller 
than a golf bail and feels much like a 
blown bird’s egg. It is about five inch 
es in circumference. The rackets, bats 
or battledores, as they are variously 
termed, are light rattan affairs covered 
with parchment, sheep or calf skin, ac- 
cording to their prices. 

The laws of the game are as follows: 


1. The game is for two players. They 
shall stand one at each end of the table. 
The player whe first delivers the ball shall 
be called the server and the other the 
striker out. 

2. The server shall stand behind the ta- 
ble and within the limits of the width of 
the table. 

8. The service shall be Strictly under- 
hand and from behind the table; that ts 
to say, at the time of striking tbe ball 
the racket may not be over the table, and 
no part of the racket, except the handle, 
may be above the waist. 

4. The ball must drop on the table be- 
yond the net and is then in play. If it 
drops into the net or off the table, it is 
called a “fault” and counts to the striker 
out. 

5. There is no second service except 
when the ball touches the net or posts in 
passing over and drops on the table be- 
yond the net, when it {s called a “let,” 
and another service is allowed. 

6. If the ball in play strikes any object 
above or around the table before it drops 
on the ta¥le (net or posts excepted), It 
counts against the striker. 

7. The server wins a stroke if the striker 
out fails to return the service or the ball 
in play. 

8 The striker out wins a sfroke if the 
server serves a ‘‘fault"’ or fails to return 
the ball in play or returns the ball so that 
it falls off the table. 

9. No volleying is allowed, whether in- 
tentional or otherwise, and if any ball 
shall be touched before striking the table 
it counts against the player touching it. 
Should, however, a ball pass the limits of 
the table without dropping on it it Is dead 
and counts against the striker. 

10. The method of scoring shall be by 
points, twenty points up constituting a 
game, the service changing after each five 
points scored. Should the score reach 
twelve all it shall be called “game all,” 
and the best nine points shall decide the 
game.

LAUNCHING OF METEOR 


Accomplished Without a H.tch 
In the Ceremony 


LUNCH ON HOHENZOLLERN 


Expressions of Good Will Between 
President and Prince— Latter Grant- 
ed Freedom of City of New York— 
1ll-Behaved State Militiamen 


New York, Feb, 26.—The all-im- 
portant event in the itinerary of Prince 
Henry of Prussia yesterday was the 
launching of the schooner yacht Meteor, 
built at Shooter's island for the German 
emperor, Thechristening ceremony 
was performed by Miss Alice Roosevelt, 
in the presence of the president, the 
prince, Ambassador Von Holleben and 
& brilliant assemblage. 

The Meteor moved down the ways at 
10:39 a. m., amid a scene of great en- 
thusiasm, The launching proper was 
without mishap and presented a grace 
ful and beautiful picture, though it 
Was accomplished in a drizzling rain 
and other inauspicious atmospheric 
conditions. 

The scene was one of animation and 
good humor, the cue for the latter spirit 
being taken from Prince Henry and 
Miss Roosevelt, who, standing on the 
platform near the Meteor, engaged in 
lively conversation, laughing and jok 
ing with democratic unceremony. 

Precisely at 10:29 Miss Roosevelt 
raised the bottle of champagne, which 
had been encased in beautiful silver 
filigee, and which was suspended by a 
35-foot silver chain. Dashing the bottle 
against the side of the vesse! with vig- 
orous and effective hand, the wine 
breaking into spray, Miss Roosevelt 
said in English: “In the name of the 
German emperor I christen thee Me- 
tewee™ 

Her voice was loud aux clear and 
could be distinctly heard on @lt tow ~— 
rounding piztrorm. Then she raiseda 
silver axe and severed the rope hold- 
ing the weight which kept the ship in 
the ways and the vessel went grace- 
fully into the water. 

Simultaneously cannon boomed, and 
the noise of the guns was lost in that 
resulting from the roar of human 
yoices, aided by the Royal German 
band, the Naval Militia band and sev- 
eral bands on board the various ves- 
sels surrounding the island, where occu- 
pants were not privileged to land. 
Every hat was raised and then there 
was Cheer after cheer for the president, 
the prince and Miss Roosevelt. 

After the launching the president 
presented several persons to the prince. 
President Roosevelt, leaning over the 
railing, shook hands with many of the 
guests, who were acquaintances. 
While this scene was going on the 
crowd remained, continually cheering 
and occasionally calling “Cheers for the 


old 


prince,” “Cheers for the president,” 
or “Cheers for Miss Roosevelt.” The 
latter had to repeatedly bow her 


acknowledgments. 

The prince, immediately 
launching, sent the following cable- 
gram tothe German emperor: “Yacht 
just launched under brilliant auspices. 
Christened by Miss Roosevelt's hand. 
Beautiful craft. Great enthusiasm. I 
congratulate you with all my heart.” 

Soon after the launching the presi- 
dential party and the prince proceeded 
to the hall where a luncheon had been 
prepared. ‘The health of the prince was 
drunk and then Prince Henry said: 

“On this occasion | wishtoecall for 
three hearty cheers for the President 
of the Uniteé States, Mr. Roosevelt. 
Hip, hip, hurrah!’ 

As the prince spoke he waved his 
arms asa signal and the building 
shook with responsive cheers, Then 
President Roosevelt raised his band 
and when there was silence, said: 

“| ask three cheers for the guest who 
las already won our hearts, Henry of 
Prussia. Now, a good one.

Prior 
to the luncheon a golden bracelet in 
Which is set a small picture of Kaiser 
Wilhelm was presented to Miss Roose- 
velt by Prince Henry. The bracelet is 
studded with diamonds and other 
precious stones, It was the emperor's 
gift to the young woman as sponsor for 
the new yacht Meteor. 

The presentation of the royal gift 
was an exceedingly simple function, 
I’rince Henry acting on behalf of the 
emperor, Prince Henry madea_ yery 
brief address in presenting the brace- 
lete to Miss Roosevelt and she inturnae- 
cepted the gift in a few words in which 
she expressed her thanks and appre- 
ciation of the gift. - 

At the luncheon on the Hohenzollern 
the prince addressed the president 
follows: 

“Mr. Roosevelt: “You are here ou 
board as a guest of his majesty, the 
German Emperor, and I really believe 
that it is the first time that a President 
of the United States of America has 
ever been on board of one of his majes- 
ty’s ships. Please God, may it not be 
the last time. I wish to thank you 
heartily for the reception I have had, 
from the first day I landed up to this 
moment, and itis my sincere and cer-

The president arose directly 
swer, saying: 

“I wish to express my hearty thanks 
for the kind words your royal highness 
has expressed on my behalf, and I wish 
you to understand thatitisno empty 
compliment, that your royal highness 
has already won a genuine place in our 
affections and good will. I highly ap- 
preciate that his majesty, the German 
emperor, has sent you to the American 
people, and I thank you personally and, 
what is, of course, of much higher im- 
portance, that you have taken a step 
which naturally must knit closer to- 
gether the two great nations whose 
friendship means so much forthe fu- 
ture welfare of the entire world. To 
express finally a personal wish of my 
own is to say that I have looked for- 
ward with great pleasure to the @ay on 
which I shall be your guest in your 
quality as admiral on board of one of 
your battleships.” (Cheers for the 
prince). 

The prince expressed his thanks to 
Miss Roosevelt, in the first place for the 
truly graceful way in which she per- 
formed the ceremony of christening the 
yacht. “We sailors are said to be su- 
perstitous,” continued the prince, and 
turning to Admiral Evans he said: “I 
believe, Evans, we are not, but how- 
ever this may be, there will be a happy 
future to this craft from the fact alone 
that—turning to the builder of the 
yacht—she was built by hands of 
artists, and was at her first appearance 
on the water linked with the name of a 
lady. We sailors are used to speak of 
our ship as ‘her’ and we keep and treat 
our ships like our wives. I drink tothe 
health of Miss Alice Roosevelt.” 

The luncheon was finished about 3 
o'clock, At 3:10 President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt were driven to their special 
train, leaving Jersey City for Washing- 
ton at 3:55 p. m. 

Soon after the president left the ship, 
Miss Roosevelt waiked down the gang- 
way with Levi P. Morton and went to 
the Morten home. 

Prince Henry, with several of his of- 
ficers, boarded the navy tug Vigilant 
and went to the battery, where he was 
to land to afterward receive the free- 
dom of the city. 

Later in the day Prince Henry rec- 
ceived the freedom of Greater New 
York tendered him by the municipal au- 
thorities.

He disappeared short!y 
after. There had been considerable 
trouble between Blondin and his wife, 
according to Mrs. Blondin’s relatives, 
who say that he was very jealous of her, 
besides treating her cruelly.

WAS WARMLY WELCOMED 


By Bulgarian Friends In the City of 
Strumitza and Surrounding Villages 
—Turkish Government Appears to 


Be Interested In Her Case 


Boston, Feb. 26.—The first message 
from Miss Ellen M. Stone, the mis- 
sionary, to her family and friends, was 
received last night by her brother, 
Charles A. Stone of Chelsea. Prior to 
the receipt of the cablegram Mr. Stone 
received a dispatch from Salonica from 
Mr. Gargiulo, first dragoman of the 
American legation, as follows: 

“Liberated Saturday night, village 
Gradishar, near Strumitza, where vil- 
lage mayor led them 9 o'clock Sunday. 
Coming Salonica tonight with House.” 

Then came the long looked for mes- 
sage from the absent daughterand sis- 
ter. It was dated Feb, 25 and read as 
follows: 

“Freed, thank God, and well after our 
captivity of nearly six months. Yester- 
day, Sabbath morning, Mrs. Tsilka and 
her 7 weeks’ old daughter, Elene, and 
I found ourselyes left by our captors 
bear a Village an hour distant from 
Strumitza. For three hours we waited 
for dawn, then secured horses and 
came to this city 

“Kind-hearted Bulgarian 
rushed from their house 
they cought a glimpse of the strange 
appearing travellers, took us in their 
arms from our horses, with tears and 
siniles and words of welcome, and led

their heartfelt congratulations for our 
deliverance. 

“The Turkish government did not 
fail to question us as to our experiences.

House and his son from Salonica, ac- 
companied by M. Gargiulo, the first 
dragoman of the American embassy at 
Constantinople. 

“The last three have come to ac 
company us to Salonica tomorrow, 
where Mr. Tsilka awaits his long lost 
wife and their baby. Thev have 
vivugur me a bundle of letters from 
mother and my brothers and dearest 
friends. Thus, with unspeakable grat- 
itude to Gcd and to all friends who hy 
prayers and gifts have helped to free 
us, we begin our life of freedom.” 


To Leave Strumitza Today 
Constantinople, Feb. 26.—A. A. Gar- 
giulo, the first dragoman of the Amer 


ican lJegation here, yesterday  tele- 
graphed the following message from 
Strumitza, Macedonia, where Miss 
Stone and Mme. Tsilka arrived Feb. 
23, after their release by the brigands 


who had held them incaptivity: “Have 
seen Miss Stone. Will leave with the 
ladies for Salonica Feb. 26.” 


May Ask Colonial Contributions 

London, Feb. 26.—During the course 
of the debate on the nayal estimates in 
the house of commons yesterday, the 
secretary of the admiralty said that at 
the approaching colonial conference oc- 
casion would be taken to ascertain the 
views of the colonies on the question of 
contributions to the strength of the 
British navy. The government would 
hot approach the colonies as a beggar, 
but in the belief that they desired to 
share as far as possible the Durdens of 
the empire.

HEROISM AT THE FRONT 


Bravery of American Soldiers 
Recorded In Official Reports. 


HOW THEY FOUGHT AND WON. 


Single Handed, Private Joseph L. 
Epps Made Seventeen Insurgents 
Surrender—How Corporal James R. 
Gillenwater Defied Death For the 
Sake of Comrades. 


There were made public at Washing- 
ton the other day for the first time in- 
stances of remarkable valor and brav- 
ery on the part of American soldiers in 
the recent campaigns in Cuba, China 
and the Philippines. These instances 
were embodied in the report of General 
MacArthur, who was appointed to re- 
cord the names of officers and enlisted 
men who distinguished themselves. 

Officers recommended for brevet rank 
will be nominated to the senate in the 
regular way. Medals of honor will be 
awarded in thirty-three cases. Ten go 
to commissioned officers and twenty- 
three to noncommissioned officers and 
privates. 

Here are some of the stories of the 
bravery of our boys in blue: 

Edward Lee Baker, Jr., sergeant ma- 
jor Tenth cavalry, during the action 
at Santiago Judy 1, 1898, left cover and 
rescued, under fire, a wounded com- 
rade from drowning in a stream. 

Captain George W. Mathews, assist- 
ant surgeon Thirty-sixth volunteer in- 
fantry, in action near Labac, Luzon, 
Oct. 29, 1899, attended the wounded 
under a severe fire and, seizing a car- 
bine, beat off an attack upon wounded 
officers and men under his charge. 

Lieutenant Colonel William R. Grove, 
Thirty-sixth volunteer infantry, In the 
action near Porac, Luzon, Sept. 9, 1899, 
rushed to the assistance of his colorel 
in advance of his troops and, charging, 
pistol in hand, compelled the surrender 
of seven Filipinos. 

Tirst Lieutenant Arthur M. Fergu- 
son, Thirty-sixth volunteer infantry, in 
the action near Porac, Luzon, Sept. 28, 
1899, charged alone a body of the ene- 
wy and captured a captain. 

Captain George W. Biegler, Twenty- 
eighth volunteer infantry, with nine- 
teen men, resisted and at close quarters 
defeated 300 of the enemy near Jwoe, 
Luzon, Oct. 21, 1900. 

Captain Hugh J. McGrath, Fourth 
cavalry, since deceased, swam the San 
Juan river in the face of the enemy’s 
fire and drove him from his intrench- 
ments at Calamba, Luzon, July 26, 
1899, 

Private John CG. Wetherby, Company 
L, Fourth infantry (died Noy. 29, 1899, 
of wounds received Noy. 20, 1899), 
while carrying important orders on the 
battlefield -.was desperately wonnded 


and, being unable to we™, crawled far 
aeicanantie ueliver his orders, This 


near Imus, Luzon, Noy. 20, 1899. 
Sergeant Charles W. Ray, Company 
I, Twenty-second infantry, captured a 
bridge with the detachment he com- 
manded, holding it against a superior 
force, enabliug an army to come up and 
cross. This near San Isidro, Luzon, 

Oct. 19, 1899. 

Private Leuis X. Gideon; Company 
G, Nineteenth infantry, single handed 
and alone, defended his mortaiy 
wounded captain from an overwhelm- 
ing force near Mount Amia, Cebu, Feb. 
4, 1900. 

Private Jusepb L. Epps, Company B, 
Thirty-third volunteer infantry, at the 
defense of Vigan, Luzon, Dec. 4, 1899, 
discovered seventeen insurgents behind 
a wall. He climbed to the top of the 
wall, covered the men with his gun 
and forced them to stack arms and 
surrender. 

Private James McConnell, Company 
B, Thirty-third volunteer infantry, at 
Vigan, Luzon, Dec. 4, 1899, fought for 
hours, lying between two dead com- 
rades, notwithstanding the fact that 
his hat was pierced, his clothing plow- 
ed through by bullets and his face cut 
and bruised by flying gravel. 

Corporal James R. Gillenwater, Com- 
pany A, Thirty-sixth volunteer infan- 
try, defended and drove off a superior 
force of insurgents and-with the as- 
sistance of one comrade brought from 
the field of action the bodies of two 
comrades, one killed and the other se 
verely wounded, this while on a scout 
near Porac, Luzon, Sept. 3, 1899. 

Captain Louls B. Lawton, Twenty- 
sixth United States infantry, in the 
battle of Tientsin, China, July 13, 1900, 
carried a message and guided re-en- 
forcements across a wide fire swept 
space, during which he was thrice 
wounded, this while serving as first 
lieutenant and battalion adjutant, 
Ninth infantry. 

Musician Calvin P. Titus, Company 
E, Fourteenth infantry (since appoint- 
ed cadet at the United States Military 
academy), at the battle of Peking, Aug. 
14, 1900, in the presence of his colonel 
and other officers and enlisted men of 
his regiment. was the first to scale the 
wall of the Chinese city, while serving 
as musician, Company E, Fourteenth 
infantry.

PRINCE’S RECEPTION 


Gratifying to German People, While 
Britishers Show Signs of Jealousy 
srowds stared at the portraits of Presi- 

fent Roosevelt and Prince Henry which | 
hung side by side in front of a news- 
paper office on “Unter den Linden.” 
Part of the time this crowd was so 
dense that the police had-to cleara way 
for tratlic. Emperor William, who, 
with the empress, drove by the news- 
paper office in the afternoon, noticed the 
portraits and saluted a small American 
flag above them. Upon perceiving this 
the assembled crowd applauded. The 
Germans are slowly working up to ani- 
mation over the reception to Prince 
Henry in the United States and are 
glowing with good feeling toward 
America. Newspapers which never be- 
fore received special cablegrams from 
the United States are now publishing 
such messages. All the correspondents 
in the United States for German news- 
papers agree upon the warmth of the 
reception to Prince Henry. 


British Comment 

London, Feb. 26.—A tinge of jea!- 
ousy is observed in the comments of 
the morning papers on the success of 
Prince Henry's visit. ~The Daily 
Chronicle suggests that the remem- 
brance of the attitude of Admiral Von 
Deidrich in Manila bay may account 
for the languid curiosity of the general 
public in the United States. The 
Standard finds nothing remarkable in 
the proceedings, but thinks it will he 
found that Germany and the United 
States are really better friends for the 
visit of Prince Henry. The Morning 
Post is almost alone in displaying en- 
thusiasm. This paper says: “Itis not 
given to everyone to win popularity in 
America, but Prince Henry conquered 
at once.” 


In Congress 

Washington, Feb. 26 —The most im- 
portant development yesterday in con- 
nection with the Tillman-McLaurin 
episode of Saturday was the act of Sen- 
ator Frye, in ordering the clerk of the 
senate to restore the names of the two 
South Garolina senators totheroll. If 
the present plan is carried out, this act 
will be followed by the adoption by the 
senate of a resolution practically in- 
dorsing the previous action of the pres- 
ident pro tempore in ordering their 
names erased and suspending the two 
senators for some definite time. 

Washington, Feb. 26—The house 
passed the diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation bill yesterday. It was the 
fifth of the regular annual supply 
measures to be sent to the senate this 
session. No amendments of importance 
were adopted,

There was a felicitous exchange of 
greetings between [I’rince Henry and 
the men who spoke for the journalistic 
craft and the affair claims rank us one 
of the notable incidents of the Amer- 
ican tour of the German prince. 

The dinner was given in the hand- 
some ballroom of the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel, but that immense apartment was 
not large enough to accommodate the 
Bumerous guests, and the Astor gallery 
was also used. The tw were 
splendidly decorated 

Prince Henry, attended by the mem- 
bers of his suite, drove to the hotel 
under escort of cavalry and mounted 
police and the demonstration in the 
streets leading to the hotel the 
most cordial of any that has far 
marked his appearance in public. 

The prince reached the hotel at $:30 
o'clock and was received by Mr. Ridder. 
While they paused for a brief talk the 
members of the suite and the delegates 
of President Roosevelt filled up the ban- 
quet hall. The band played the Amer- 
ican national anthem as the first of the 
uniformed staff entered and the crowd 
of guests arose,

As the prince took his seat the electric 
light was flashed into the Prussian 
eagle above him on the southern wall, 
und the power was also increased in 
every of the 2500 incandescent 
lights that burned in the room. It gave 
special brilliaucy to an already attrac 
tive scene ; 

Me muiaaer cilled on Bishop Po 
who offered a brief grace. <A small 
army of waiters quickly filled the 
aisles between tables and the banquet 
began. Excellently-moulded — statu- 
ettes of Prince Henry were distributed 
as souvenirs, 

At 10:25 o'clock Mr. Ridder proposed 
the health of the President of the 
United States and that of Kaiser Wil- 
helm, and Whitelaw Reid responded. 

Mr. Ridder followed Mr. Reid and 
then Prince Henry was introduced. 
As he stood up the crowd burst into a 
German song. After that they 
“For He's a Jolly Good Fellow.” 
prince said: 

“I am fully aware of the fact that I 
am the guest and in the presence of the 
representatives of the press of the 
United States, and in particular the 
guest of the New York Staats Zeitung, 
both of which I wish to thank for the 
kind invitation and reception I havemet 
with tonight. 

“Undoubtedy the press of our day is 
a factor, if not a power, which may not 
be neglected, and which I should like 
to compare with ever so many sub- 
marine mines, which blow up in many 
eases in the most unexpected manner; 
but your own naval history teaches us 
not to mind mines should they ever bein 
our way. The language used on this 
memorable occasion was stronger than 
ever I would venture to reproduce here 
tonight. I need only mention the name 
of Farragut. 

“Another comparison might be more 
to your taste, and is in fact more com- 
plimentary. It is one which the emperor 
used before I left. He said: ‘You will 
meet Many members of the press, and 
I wish you, therefore, to keep fh mind 
that the press men in the United States 
rank almost with my generals in com- 
mand.’ 

“It will interest you, I know. to 
learn something about the nature of my 
mission to this country. The facts are 
as follows: The emperor has minutely 
studied the recent and rapid develop 
ment of the United States and his 
majesty is well aware of the fact that 
yours is a fast moving nation. IIis 
sending me to this country may there- 
fore be looked upon as an act of friend 
ship and courtesy with the one desire 
of promoting friendlier relations pe- 
tween Germany and the United States. 
Should you be willing to grasp a prof- 
fered hand you will find such an one on 
the other side of the Atlantic ocean.” 

At the end of the speech Mr. Ridder 
introduced Charles Emory Smith, who 
was followed by Charles W. Knapp. 

The dinner was concluded at 145 
o'clock and the prince immediately left, 
accompanied by his snite.

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Explorer Borchgrevink Tells of 
His Experience There. 


EXCEEDED REOORD OF ALL OTHERS 


In Spite of Many Hardships, He Is 
Anxious to Make Further Explora- 
tions of Unknown Land—Is Pian- 
ning Return Trip to the “Farthest 
South.” 


- Back from the frozen south, after 
getting nearer to the pole by full 500 
miles than any other man, C. E. Borch- 
grevink, a Norwegian expiorer, arrived 
in New York the other day on the 
Etruria of the Cunard Mne and ex- 
pressed his satisfaction by declaring 
that it felt like getting home. 

Although he and his associates have 
just returned from a year shut off 
from the rest of the world on a bleak 
continent, wind swept and devoid of 
vegetation and animal life, he is even 
now planning for a return to the far 
south, not to break a record, but to ob- 
tain Information which he believes will 
be of great value to the sclentific world. 

When seen by a reporter of the New 
York Herald, Mr. Borebgrevink was 
comfortably at home at the Everett 
House. Although only a few hours 
ashore, he had unpacked his pictures 
and was surrounded by the trophies of 
his long trip. Gazing at a photograph 
of a limitless reach of snow and ice, he 
said: 

“Not even those adyeuturous souls 
who have forced their way close to the 
north pole can conceive the dreariness 
of that great and unexplorable conti- 
nent that stretches away through the 
solid seas of the far south. It is a fact 
that the cold is much greater in the 
south than in the north. 1 will not at- 
tempt to explain why, although I have 
a theory of my own. 

“It was alinost four years ago that I 
completed preparations for the voyage 
south. We arrived at the ice banks in 
February, 1809. Teun of us landed our 
stores and supplies and then sent the 
ship Southern Cross back to remain a 
venr in the waters about Australia. 
When we took to our sledges we were 
© 000 miles southeast of the Australian 
The “Roaring Forties,” 
seas known to the 
mariner, had been safely navigated, 
and we had then the frozen sea to 
cross before reaching that mysterious 
continent that has been named South 
Victorialand. 

“Our party wus made up of my sci- 
entific staff of six, two Laplanders and 
a Norwacian caoilar Our tinety sleage 
dogs were all in good condition, and 
we had food enough to last an indef- 
inite period, so that I never thought of 
failure. There could be no failure, for 
the reason that I did not seek a record. 
No thought was given to previous ef- 
forts. We were after results, and it 
made no difference to us whether we 
went farther south than any other men 
had done or not. As it happened, we 
did beat all records, but that was the 
least of our achievements. We ob- 
tained information that more than 
paid for the hardships that attended 
the trip. 

“Of course it has been known for 
sixty years that a great continent is at 
the south pole, but of its physical char- 
acteristics not a thing is known. We 
found that no mammals live there and 
that the only form of vegetable life is 
a lichen of the same variety and 
species that is found in the far north. 

“Seals are often found on the coast 
of South Victorialand, but there is no 
animal life inland. Penguins and a 
few other migratory birds appear fn 
the spring and remain for about three 
months. Some of the hardier varieties 
nest there, but all depart at the first 
suggestion of the coming of the in- 
tense cold. Spring comes In October. 
Summer fs at Its best in December. At 
the end of February there is a return 
of winter, and the change is terribly 
sudden. 

“The warmest weather I saw brought 
the thermometer up to just freezing. 
In the winter it was 84 degrees below 
for days at a time. For seventy-one 
days we were in absolute darkness, A 
gale continued without intermission 
for almost that entire period, the wind 
attaining a velocity of more than 100 
miles an hour. It was not only im- 
possible to move about In the open air, 
but difficult to exist under the most 
favorable circumstances, 

“We struck the continent at Cape 
Adare, traveled south and set up the 
hut which we had brought from Eng- 
land 500 miles farther south than was 
reached by the party under Command- 
er Gerlach of the Belgica. More than 
that, we continued to the south until 
we reached 78 degrees 50 minutes, 
south latitude, and the pole was only 
800 miles farther on. We spent our 
time during the dark days quarréling, 
and I believe in quarreling under such 
circumstances. I really fostered the 


archipelago. 
the most terrible 


quarrels. Our only other recreation 
was reading. We had a very fair It- 
brary. 


“Admiral James Ross in 1841 discoy- 
ered the Great Southern Barrier. which 
he said biocked all progress to the 
southward. Our party surmounted 
that barrier, which rises 1,000 feet 
above the surrounding level. There we 
buried our zoologist. Nicolay Hanson, 
who died of beri-beri Oct. 14, 1899. 
His is the only human body ever giyen 
sepulcher on that continent. Mis is 
the grandest monnment ever raised to 
man, and the wind sings a requiem 
over his grave as it does over no other 
in all this world.”

May Also Have to Stand Trial on 
Charges of Larceny 

Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 27.—It re- 
quired less than 30 minutes for the jury 
which has been sitting on the case of 
William C. Wakefield, who was 
charged with perjury, to report yester- 
day a verdict of guilty. The young de- 
tendant was arrested in this country on 
bis return from Europe, where he had 
-nterested many well known people in 
his copper and corporation schemes. 

It has not been determined when to 
impose sentence. A conference will 
first be held to dispose of the question 
of whether Wakefield will be placed ou 
trial on the second indictment, which 
charges larceny in 10 counts. 

In his charge to the jury Judge Boud 
said it was proper for the jury to in- 
quire what were the assets of the Amer- 
lean company which Waketield said he 
transferred. Mines were mentioned as 
assets, but no deed of such property 
had been presented by the defense. 
Also it was important to know whether 
such property had been properly trans- 
ferred to the International company. 
It was for the jury to decide whether 
the commissiover of corporations told 
Wakefield that the property spoken of 
was a good equivalent for cash, of 
which the certificate said $250,000 had 
been paid in. If he did, and the de- 
fendant had had the property property 
transferred, then the defendant was not 
guilty of perjury, but if he signed the 
certificate of incorporation intending to 
deceive the public, either with respect 
to the amount of cash paid in or the 
property delivered, then he was guilty 
of perjury. 


Looking Toward the Senate 

Boston, Feb. 27.—The Journal, speak- 
ing, as it suys, authoritatively, says: 
Governor Crane will not be a candidate 
for a fourth term as governor nuder any 
circumstances, and he especially de- 
sires that no friend of his shall urge his 
name for a renomination to the seat he 
now holds. Upon leaving the state 
house it is not anticipated that he will 
return to political life, at least until 
the retirement of Senator Hoar, when 
his friends have him in mind, it is said, 
for the succession to the seat thus"to be 
vacated in the senate of the United 
States. 


Bookkeeper Stole From Bank 

Springtield, Mass., Feb. 27.—Frederic 
R. Humpage, who has been a book- 
keeper at the Chapin bank for about 
two years, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on the charge of embezzling 
$4000 of the deposits of the bank 
Humpage made a full confession, stat- 
ing that the stealing had covered the 
period since October, 1900. Humpage 
told the bank officials that part of the 
money Was lost in investments, 


Another Clergyman Stricken 

Weymouth, Mass., Feb, 27.—Rey, J. 
6. Holand, assistant to Rey. Mr, 
Murphy, pastor of the Church of the 
Sacred Heart here and St. Francis 
Xavier church at South Weymouth, is 
suffering from smallpox and was taken 
to the pest house last night. Two 
Weeks ago Rey. Fr. Murphy was taken 
ill with smallpox and sinee that time 
has been in the pest house. At the pres- 
ent time he is quite comfortable. 


Colonial Residence Burned 

Ashland, Mass., Feb. 27.—Fire last 
night destroyed the historic Wranklin 
house on Franklin farm, together with 
many valuable paintings and curios, 
causing a total loss of $25,000. The 
house was occupied and owned by Will 
fam Brocklesey. It is supposed the fire 
started from a lamp exploding In the 
upper part of the house. The _ resi- 
dence was erected in 1730 by Sir Henry 
Franklin. 


Rule Unexpectedly Enforced 

Medford, Mass., Feb. 27.—The under- 
graduates at Tufts college yesterday 
Were surprised at the suspension of 20 
of their number for failure to comply 
with the rule making chapel attendance 
compulsory.

Who then should have 
dreamed that the man who escorted the 
then President of the United States and 
the orator of the day to their places was 
destined to be honored, like Garfield, 
with the highest place in the gift of the 
country, was to meet his sad fate and 
was himself to be the next martyred 
president above whose open grave the 
nation would bow its head. 

Only one year ago, less five days, 
at the head of an imposing civic and 
military procession, MeKinley passed 
triumphantly along Pennsylvania 
avenue for his second inaugural. Six 
months later the tragedy occurred at 
Buffalo and another but different sort 
of procession bore his body through the 
streets to the rotunda of the Capitol, 
where the brief funeral oration was de- 
livered over his coflin and the tributes 
of the nations of the earth about his 
bier bespoke the universal sorrow. 
Now once more with uncovered head 
the nation paid its last tribute of re- 
spect and publicly expressed its living 
grief. 

Prince Henry journeyed to Mount 
Vernon in the afternoon and yisited the 
grave of Washington. When the iron 
grate of the tomb was opened, he re- 
moved his cap and entered. Two large 
wreaths made by his order already had 
been sent to the tomb, and he formally 
set them in place. A group of more 
than 100 men that stood in the approach 
to the grave bared their heads, and that, 
with their silence, added to the spirit of 
solemnity. 

Fifty feet down the sward that falls 
away from the tomb, Prince Henry 
planted a linden tree. The tree had 
been set in place prior to his arrival and 
taking a spade. the prince filled the 
earth in around its roots. The prince 
was taken to the old Washington house, 
where he spent a few minutes in look- 
ing at the Washington relics and then 
departed for Washington. Large 
crowds watched his arrival and de- 
parture, and his course through his- 
toric old Alexandria was lined with 
people, who cheered him cordially, 

Many of the people of Alexandria 
mistook Lieutenant Commander Von 
Schwind for the prince and their error 
led to an amusing incident. There is 
some general resemblance between the 
two and when the crowd singled out 
the young naval officer and cheered 
bim, the prince was delighted, The 
lieutenant commander was embar- 
rassed by the enthusiastic attention of 
the crowd and would neither bow nor 
salute in answer to the cheers. 

It was 4:30 o'clock when Washington 
was reached on the return trip and the 
prince was driven at once to the Ger- 
man embassy. ;

Wakefield Is Guilty of Both Offense 
and Makes a Plea For Leniency 

Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 28.—William 
C. Wakefield, who was found guilty on 
Wednesday of perjury, pleaded guilty 
to the first count of the indictment for 
larceny found against him. The court 
postponed the sentence to consider the 
plea for leniency in sentence made by 
Wakefield's counsel, who asked for con- 
sideration of the youth of the defendant, 
and the possibility of having been led 
into evil by others of more experiénce.

The Commissioners are held to have 
indicated with sufticient precision the 
rules by which they were governed, 
and that there does not appear any 
constitutional objection to their 
method. The court holds that whether 
there were any allowances to be made 
fur benefit by reason of the local situa- 
tion of parks or boulevards were ques- 
tions of fact not reviewable. It 
held further, that the Commissioners 
have apportioaed the burden in such a 
manner as ‘‘they deem just and equita- 
ble,’ and that they not seem to 
have violated auy constitutional 
principle. The town of Brookline 
objected to the conlirmation of the 
award because it was charged with an 
alleged unreasonable and extravagant

The Textile Council is composed of

delegates of four labor unions, and 
these delegates will report back to 
their respective organizations. In the 
event of a refusal of the manufacturers 
to grant the request the council will 
again meet and make such recom- 


mend ‘ons as it may deem expedient. 

None of the members would make 
any statement after the meeting. Sey- 
eral were asked what the operatives 
would do if the manufacturers refused 
to advance 10 percent.
